Second Time For $1.5 Million Issue 
Another Park Dist. Referendum 


Elk Grove Park District voters will re- 


turn to the polls one week from today to 
vote on two bond issues for park im- 
provements and a recreation building. 


On March 6 voters defeated a similar 


issue by 78 votes out of 2,268 ballots cast. 


The referendum Tuesday presents the 


same proposals, only in two parts, one 
for general park improvements at 
$600,000 and the other for a recreation 
building at $940,000. 


That same day residents will be voting 


for park district, village clerk, and li- 
brary board candidates. 


Last week park commissioners decided 


that no coffees would be held to explain 
the proposals to voters, as they did prior 
to the March referendum. 


EARLIER THE BOARD had discussed 


holding an open meeting to answer ques- 
tion* on the referendum, but decided 
against that also. 


"I'd be glad to hold a meeting if I 


thought we could draw more than flys," 
laid Commissioner Edward Hauser, cit- 
ing the lack of interest by voters. 


The $600,000 proposal on the referen- 


dum will be for park improvements 


which would "affect every park" in the 
district, park officials have said. 


The district plans to purchase and de- 


velop a five-acre park adjacent to a resi- 
dential area in the north end of the vil- 
lage near the Mark Hopkins School 
neighborhood. 


Plans for the other parks include im- 


provements on Udall Park near Mark 
Hopkins School on Shadywood Lane, a 
plan and development for Rupley Park 
at Ira Rupley School on Oakton Road, a 
plan and development for Fairchild Park 
near Clearmont School on Clearmont 
Drive, and upgrading of Muir Park on 
Walnut Avenue to include a pathway and 
basketball backboards. 


ALSO, THE DEVELOPMENT of Os- 


born Park on Ridgewood Avenue, devel- 
opment of Appleseed park on Ridge Ave- 
nue to include planting of trees and bas- 
ketball backboards, development of Bart- 
ram Park on Verde and Crest, and bike 
racks, trees, and improvements on Audu- 
bon Park at Grove Junior High School on 
Elk Grove Boulevard. 


Other parks planned for improvements 


are Roosevelt Park at Admiral Richard 
E. Byrd School on Wellington Avenue; 
trees, a walkway and play equipment, 


and Jaycee Park on Kennedy Boulevard 
and Brantwood Avenue, more trees. 


Lions Park on Kennedy Boulevard next 


to the teen center will be earmarked for 
drinking fountains, trees and upgrading, 
while Brantwood Park by Salt Creek vail 
be due for a new warming house and 
development on both sides of the creek, 
including a small playground area along 
Brantwood Avenue, and trees. 


This section of the referendum is also 


to include development of 14-acre Disney 
Park adjacent to Thomas Lively Junior 
High School which will include a lighted 
pony league, baseball diamond, a lighted 
softball diamond, two additional softball 
diamonds, five lighted tennis courts, and 
two handball courts. 


IT WILL ALSO include a $60,000 park- 


ing lot near Disney Park. 


The second proposal of $940,000 is for 


the recreation building with indoor ice 
rink designed for year round use for 
shows and exhibitions. It will house sev- 
eral 
recreation 
rooms 
for 
smaller 


groups. 


A $60,000 parking lot is included in the 


proposal but if both proposals pass only 
one lot will be built. 


The building would result in a tax in- 


crease of $3.72 each year to the owner of 
a home with an assessed valuation of 
$10,000 while the park development prop- 
osition would cost $2.37 each year. Both 
projects would be paid off in 12 years. 


There will be a family rate, similar to 


the swimming pool rate of $25 per sea- 
son, for the indoor ice skating facility.

Planning: 
'Immediately* 


Planning Is expected to begin imme- 


diately on the new junior high school for 
Elk Grove Township Elementary School 
Dist. 59, according to Arthur Perry, as- 
sistant superintendent of administrative 
services. 


The junior high school which will be 


built on a 5.4-acre site in Des Plaines 
near St. Zachary Catholic Church and 
school on Algonquin Road, was approved 
by voters Saturday. 


The vote was 1,940 in favor of the 


building and 1,293 against. Preliminary 
stages of planning on the school had be- 
gun before the referendum, according to 
Dr. Perry, explaining that these were 
items that incurred no expense by the 
architect, Berger, Kelly, Unteed, and 
Scaggs of Champaign. 


He said that since the voters have ap- 


proved the $2.3 million bond issue the ar- 
chitect would begin detailed designing. 
Bids are expected to be sought in Sep- 
tember with construction to begin in Oc- 
tober. The district plans to open the 
building by January, 1973. 


Precinct returns for the bond issue 


showed it lost at Clearmont 145 to 144, 
won at Rupley 102 to 97, won at High 
Ridge Knolls 293 to 233, won at Ridge 150 
to 85, won at Devonshire 369 to 127, won 
at Forest View 105 to 97, lost at Juliette 
Low 157 to 128, won at Salt Creek 274 to 
193, won at Robert Frost 77 to 50 and 
won at Einstein 298 to 109.

Arlington Heights Road (also known as 


State Road) at last report is not due for 
widening until 1974. 


"I want to continue with the street 


maintenance program and finish some 
other capital improvements including a 
couple of more wells and reservoirs we'll 
have to build," Kenna said. He noted

Kenna said he is against "any public 


housing program I know that now ex- 
ists." He said he is familiar with public 
housing projects and called them fail- 
ures. 


"There are no success stories in public 


housing," he said. 


For 14 years Kenna said he has been in 


contract sales, selling to builders of all 
types of housing. Kenna also is a mem- 
ber of the village housing commission 
that is to recommend a housing program 


to the village board. 


He said he "would consider FHA pro- 


grams 235 and 236," federally subsidized 
housing programs, "rather than govern- 
ment-owned housing because they can be 
assimilated into a community and public 
housing cannot " He added there are no 
funds available in FHA 235 and 236, mul- 
tiple 
and single-family housing pro- 


grams. 


Kenna on other issues: 
Forest View subdivision — He said he 


did not favor reducing the $11,000 con- 
tract offered the homeowners association 
last year for fire protection and indicated 
it was a fair cost. He said he did not care 
if the subdivision annexed or not. "They 
gain — We gain nothing," he said.

that is what it means." 


Regional government — I favor the

because it makes economic 


sense but I'd want to see a practical ap- 
plication of it." 


A village income tax — He said he 


would not be in favor of one because the 
amount spent to collect it would be more 
than the amount collected. 


An income disclosure law for public of- 


ficials — He said he supports income dis- 
closure by percentage and a list of in- 
come sources. "I would also disclose the 
people I do business with who also do 
business with the village."

Ned Brown Forest Preserve becomes a 
reality he said he will support an inter- 
change that "channels traffic to the for- 
est preserve." Otherwise, he indicated he 
would not support it, noting there will be 
interchanges at Thorndale Avenue and 
Higgins Road.

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He said "A wall cannot be built around 


Elk Grove Village" and repeated that the 
housing problem can be solved. 


A trustee for about 15 months, O'Brien 


replaced George Coney who resigned to 
become village finance director and 
treasurer. He is employed as the sales 
manager for Mosstype Corp. in the vil- 
lage. He has lived here for eight years 


O'Brien serves on the capital improve- 


ments and judiciary, planning and zoning 
committees. 


He takes personal credit for seeking a 


design change in the reconstruction of 
Pratt Boulevard, east of Busse Road by 
the state. It saved the village "thousands 
of dollars" for the improvement which 
would have been torn out later when the 
village widened Pratt Boulevard. 


O'BRIEN SAID he made the "dis- 


covery" while touring the area and talk- 
ing to a state highway employe. 


He said rarely is anything done alone 


by a trustee but that most of the work is 
done through teamwork. 


The committees he serves on are re- 


sponsible for such projects as the street 
maintenance program, forecasting future 
water needs, and watching the zoning 
and development west of 111. Rte. 53 


O'Brien sa.ri he became interested in 


village affairs six years ago. "I wanted 
to give something back to the village so I 
got involved," he said, first becoming ac- 
tive with boys baseball and the Jaycees, 
followed by governmental activities. Pri- 
or to being appointed trustee in early 


1970, 
he served on a village task force 


investigating computer systems. 


O'Brien savd he has the time and deci- 


sion-making 
ability to serve on the 


board 


He said being a village trustee is not a 


once a week job, adding that there are 
extra meetings He averages four meet- 
ings a week, he said. 


"MY PHILOSOPHY is to continue to 


represent the people. A vote for me is a 
vote for you," he said, pointing out that 
he will seek out the opinion of voters on 
critical issues 


He said he has gone out and knocked 


on homeowners' doors on two occasions 
in an attempt to learn what residents 
thought of a 594-umt apartment complex 
and a new food store 


"I'll do my best to find out the major- 


ity feeling and vote my own conscience 
to dn what's best to represent the ma- 
jority," he said. 


O'Brien said the village is in "good 


shape" but that there is room for im- 
provement. He called the police and fire 
departments the "best in the country." 


Other views of O'Brien's: 
Sharing state income tax rebates with 


school districts — He said he would rely 
on the recommendation of the village fi- 
nance director. 


FOREST VIEW subdivision — He said 


he is not in favor of giving the home- 
owners there any lessening of require- 
ments for annexation other than leaving 
out sidewalks. He said he stands behind 
the village's Sll,000-a-year fire protection 
contract made to the homeowners last 
year. 


Regional government — He said he 


was not in favor of it. "The closer to the 
people government is the better off the 
people are. They have to be able to see 
their representatives to reach them." 


Mobile home parks — "I have not seen 


one that did anything to enhance the 
area and pay its way." 


Home rule — "The more self-regu- 


lation a community has the better off it 
is. He said he favors having govern- 
emntal power closer to the people. He 
went on to back revenue sharing by 
which communities may receive federal 
funds under President Nixon's proposal. 


A village income tax — He said he was 


not in favor of one, recalling that when 
the federal income tax was passed it was 
to have been temporary. 


AN INCOME disclosure law for public 


officials — "It's a good idea at any level 
of government." 


An interchange at Biesterfield Road 


and 1-90. — "It would be great."

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Stone would like to see dealt with in the 
future by the village board. He called for 
preventative work by police in dealing 
with youth, a doubling of the juvenile of- 
ficers, a drug program, and better pro- 
gramming of youth activities at the Teen 
Center. 


"We've done a good job teaching them 


to be critical thinkers," he said of youth. 
"It's created some problems but in the 
long haul it will be to our advantage " 


Youth are living in a fast track sophis- 


ticated society and they need help, ac- 
cording to Stone, who said he has follow- 
ed the drug scene for five years. 


Drug abuse is "virtually non-existent 


at the junior high level," he said, adding 
that that does not mean there is no need 
for a drug program. He said there is a 
"preventative need" for such a program. 


STONE SAID the village board could 


work with Community Service, the cler- 
gy, and police in working out pre- 
ventative programs. 


Stone said he is especially interested in 


Community Service, the village-funded 
social service agency, and sees it becom- 
ing "more functional." A start would be 
to gear it to the needs of its recipients by 
listening to what they had to say, he 
said This would include the bringing to- 
gether of police, clergy, school, welfare, 
and social workers, he said, and re-ex- 
amining the needs of the recipients. 


Stone said ho views himself as the av- 


erage resident, with three children and a 
mortgage, and that he would be able to 
examine issues from this point of view. 


He said that a.s a school administrator 


for 10 years he has the training and edu- 
cation to qualify for the job of trustee. 
He said he knows finances, buildings, 
and how to get along with people' ' My 
job is dealing with people," he said. 


ASKED TO COMMENT on public hous- 


ing in the village, he said, "It does not 
make a whole lot of sense to me . 
. I'd 


have to see a need for housing here." 


He mentioned the village housing com- 


mission and its job of determining if 
there is a need for low-income housing 
here He likened its job with "trying to 
nail jello to a wall." 


Stone on other issues: 
Forest View subdivision — he indicated 


he did not favor making any more con- 
cessions to the homeowners as part of an 
annexation agreement. "If you start 
making exceptions where do you stop? 
he asked, adding that he'd like to re-ex- 
amine the $11,000 fire protection contract 
proposed by the village last year.

districts — "The schools need all the 
help they can get." 


Mobile home parks — He said they 


"don't fit in the community." "They are 
incongruous." 


Home rule — He said he favors it. "If 


we are able to deal with problems locally 
it's always better. Decentralization (of 
government) is a smart move."

The Home Line

It's easy to tell when I've come back 


from visitng the young marrieds: There 
will always be a couple of recipes using 
ground meat. The young families try to 
outdo each other in attempts to beat ris- 
ing costs This new way of fixing the low- 
ly ground beef is simple and good. 
Brown one pound ground meat with 1 
medium chopped onion in a skillet Pour 
off the fat. Then mix this with an 8-ounce 
can of tomato sauce, and put this mix- 
ture in a 9-inch pie pan. In the mean- 
time, cook an 8-ounce package of maca- 
roni (or any other pasta that suits your 
fancy) to the "al dente" (not too soft) 
stage in boiling, salted water. Drain thor- 
oughly in a colander and spread over the 
meat mixture. Completely cover all this 
with sliced mozzarella American or 
Cheddar cheeese. Bake in a preheated 
350-degree oven for 15 minutes or until 
the cheese has melted. Let stand for a 
few minutes before slicing. Depending on 
the appetites, it should serve four.

The Citizens Task Force on Con- 


stitutional 
Implementation 
has com- 


pleted its study of the new Illinois Con- 
stitution and the need for legislation to 
implement it, and will make its report to 
the legislature in the near future 


The task force was appointed by Gov. 


Richard B Ogilvie earlier this year to 
assist the legislature in passing laws to 
implement the Constitution 


When voters approved the new docu- 


ment last year, they actually approved a 
skeleton. 


The need for legislation to implement 


the Constitution is obvious after a thor- 
ough reading of the new charter. There 
are several hundred clauses in the Con- 
stitution which include the phrase, "as 
provided by law " That means the clause 
doesn't mean a thing unless the laws are 
written, and that is the chore that faces 
the legislature 


The task force, which included several 


delegates at the Constitutional Con- 
vention, is not preparing specific legisla- 
tion to be introduced, but it will review 
all legislation to make sure it fulfills the 
requirements needed for implementation 


Srn John A Graham. R-Bamngton, is 


one of the first of the legislators to in- 
troduce implementation legislation Gra- 
ham has offered bills to create a state 
board of elections, one of the provisions 
in the oew Constitution. 


Other suburbanites will be active be-

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The pheno- 


menal ratings success of ABC-TV's 
series of original 90-minute tales, "Movie 
Of The Week," has resulted in an equally 
phenomenal resurgence next television 
series of anthologies — once considered 
unsalable. 


The reason that anthology series came 


to a pretty dead end on video not too 
many years ago was that they didn't 
seem to get the ratings that were 
achieved by weekly shows with running 
characters and familiar faces established 
on « regular basis. 


In addition, as television's prime-time 


showing of movies became a potent 
force, network executives explained, with 
some logic, that after all, these motion 
pictures actually could be considered an- 
thologies over a season. And how, it was 
argued, could any video series in the old 
anthology vein match the star power and 
production gloss of movies? 


The Hollywood Scene 
Universal Studios Adds 
New Tour Attractions 


THE TURNING pomt came when the 


networks realized that the old motion 
pictures couldn't last forever — and that 
fewer major films were being made 
nowadays Therefore, to hold on to, and 
build up, television's movie audience, the 
networks looked for alternatives — and 
decided to create their own original mo- 
tion picture-like films, a step that also 
saved them from having to deal much 
with the racy new theater movies 


If there was a breakthrough, it was 


NBC-TV's first two-hour "World Pre- 
miere" entry, "Fame Is the Name Of the 
Game," which got very hot ratings with 
its breezy, yet routinely-plotted, tale of a 
magazine reporter Tony Franciosa who 
got involved in a mystery adventure 


This opened doors for more two-hour 


originals by NBC-TV and eventually 
by 
CBS-TV 
and 
ABC-TV too, But 


it is ABC-TV's "Movie Of the Week" 
— steadily spectacular in the ratings — 
that is obviously the main influence in 
next season's anthology breakout At this 
point, the networks have scheduled no 
less than three more 90-mmute antho- 
logies. 


' A dollar bill always looked to me 


like a hundred newspapers delivered, 
and when I thought about how much 
work it took to deliver one hundred 
newspapers I could never bring myselt 
to spend the dollar bill' 


This remark by the superintendent 


of the United States Naval Academy, 
Admiral James F. Calvert, aptly illus- 
trates the effect ot the depression 
years on those who lived through 
them. 
It may help a younger generation to 


understand why their elders hold the 
views and cherish the aspirations that 
today's youth often ridicule. 


As Admiral Calvert points out, his 


age group had been scared to death by 
the depression and had participated in 
a cataclysmic war. They wanted noth- 
ing more than peace, stability, and 
atHuence for themselves and their chil- 
dren. 


'We were not ashamed to say that 


we wanted to belong to the country 
club," he said. "We did not realize 
that such goals were less than admi- 
rable. We thought they were great it 
we could just get there ' 


So his generation had large families, 


moved to the suburbs, bought station 
wagons in large quantities, and drove 
their kids from school and Cub Scout 
and Brownie Scout meetings to ballet 
and 1* rench and tennis lessons. 


Whereas the youngsters of his era 


leveled makeshift diamonds, taped 
baseballs, and chose up sides, the cur- 
rent generation 
joined the 
Little 


League with complete equipment and 
"the reassuring knowledge that moth- 
er and dad were in the stands cheering 
them on, because we wanted them to 
know that we were involved and we 
cared " 


Somehow, despite improved educa- 


tion, which "made them more secular 
rather than religious in their thought 
processes" and virtually 
destroyed 


their patriotism, 
Admiral 
Calvert 


thinks today's children are ill 
equipped to face tomorrow's problems. 


It has made them "now" people 


rathfr than persons who believe "you 
should postpone gratification because 
it you work now, your rewards will be 
better later on 


"Our children," he savs, "want 


their rewards and their gratification*- 
right now. ' 


He is correct in observing that the 


doctrine of delayed gratification is 
what enabled generations of Ameri- 
cans to accomplish the 
fantastic 


growth ot this country. The doctrine 
applies equally to families Only by 
the buildup of reserves is there the 
wherewithal tor luture investment. 


It is a lesson today's youngsters 


must learn if they are to protect 
themsleves against the hard Knocks 
- that lite has a knack of dispensing.

Get Exploited 


Members of the Illinois General 


Assembly this year will have yet 
another chance to fulfill a promise 
made to the people of the state al- 
most 20 \ears ago when the Illinois 
tollway system was first proposed 


Gov. William Stratton suggested 


the creation of toll ways in the state 
in 1953 as a quick way of building 
modern 
limited-access 
highways 


without using existing state funds 


Users of the tollways. who would 


pay off the mortgage, were prom- 
ised that the roads would become 
freeways once the bonds were re- 
tired 
The estimated 
retirement 


date at the time was 1995. 


Kut the .success of the Tri-State, 


Northwe.st and Kast-VVest tollways 
has been so great that the retire- 
ment date on the original bond sale 
could have come sometime within 
the next five tears 


Thdt is not going to happen be- 


cause the Illinois Toll Highway Au- 
thontv and the legislators, 
forgot 


the lo.j'j promise and decided that 
the K.ist-Uest tollway should be 
extended from Aurora to the west- 
ern end of the state and that it 
should be paid for by users of the 
entire tnlluav svstem. 


That means Chicago area motor- 


ists, the commuters who have used 
the present system with such regu- 
larity that it could be paid off al- 
most 20 yeas earlier than originally 
estimated, will be paying for a 
road many of them will never see 


Tollway officials claim the 69- 


mile extension will pay for itself, 
but we think that is highly unlikely 


For one thing, the success of the 


present s\stem is due mainly to 
the commuters who use it every 
dav and there are not that many 
commuters 
coming 
to 
Chicago 


from points be\ond Aurora 


And for another thing, the new 


K.ist-West extension will run paral- 
lel to and onl> a few miles north of. 
Interstate BO. a modern, limited-ac- 
cess FHKKUAY 


\t the time the East-West exten- 


sion was proposed, we considered 
it an unfair burden on the subur- 
ban residents who have paid hun- 
dreds of tolls to get to and from 
work. 


Not much can be done about the 


extension now, except maybe to 
hope that it does generate some 
revenue on its own. 


But the legislators can do some- 


thing about the future and assure 
the users of the present system 
that the 1953 promise someday will 
be kept. 


Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, 


has 
introduced 
legislation that 


would prohibit the pledging of rev- 
enue from the existing system and 
the new extension for construction 
of additional tollways. 


When the bonds are retired, the 


tollways would become free high- 
ways. 


Katz' bill is cosponsored by sev- 


e r a 1 suburban 
legislators, in- 


e l u d i n g Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights. 


But don't build your hopes up too 


much, users of the tollways. 


Katz introduced a similar bill in 


1969. with cosponsorship again by 
several suburban representatives, 
and the bill was defeated in com- 
mittee. 


The current bill is in the House 


Transportation Committee, with a 
membership of five downstate rep- 
resentatives and 10 from the Chi- 
cago area. 


Hopefully, the geographic break- 


down will assure that the bill gets a 
fair hearing and is passed by the 
committee. 


But it is going to take a united 


effort by suburban legislators, both 
Republicans and Democrats, if it is 
to be enacted. 


We strongly support the bill and 


commend Katz for his persistence. 
Suburban legislators would be pro- 
viding 
a service to their 
con- 


stituents by supporting this legisla- 
tion.

products did not involve a violation of 
Jewish dietary laws, but it took time and 
patience to persuade manufacturers that 
the kosher market would produce enough 
extra sales to justify the cost of rabbinic- 
al supervision at their plants and a kosh- 
er label. In most cases, this consists 
merely of putting an inconspicuous letter 
"K" or "U" somewhere on the package.

General Electric Reports 
Increased 1970 Earnings 


A strong final quarter in 1970 brought 


General Ettctric Co. earnings above 
those for 1969. reported Fred J Borch, 
chairman of the board, in GE's recent 
annual report. 


The report indicated that results were 


abnormal for both years because of a 
strike that extended from October, 1969, 
to February, 1970 First quarter, 1970, re- 
sults were reduced to a net loss of 47 
cento a share. However, GE reported 
profitable operations from 
the second 


quarter through the end of the year 


The final quarter in 1970 set records in 


both sales and earnings. Sales reached 
$2.968.4 million. Earnings were $167 mil- 
lion, or $1 85 a share. For the year, sales 
were $8,7267 million, 3 per cent above 
the 1989 volume Earnings totaled $328 5 
million, or $3 63 a share, an 18 per cent 
increase over 1369. Earnings for both 
years were below the 1987 record of $4.01 
a share 


The board of directors voted in Decem- 


ber to recommend for share owners' ap- 
proval at the April 28 share owners' 
meeting a two-for-one split of the com- 
mon stock. If the split is approved, the 
board will consider increasing the divi- 
dend to $1.40 from the present effective 
annual rate of $1.30 on the shares as 
split. 


Pacesetters in improved performance 


last year were engineering plastics, gas 
turbines and locomotives, and a number 
of offshore operations GE's industrial 
power equipment sector swung from a 
loss in 1969 to profitability in 1970, aided 
by increased nuclear power business.

Th's column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by 
the local office of the U S. Internal Rev- 
enue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column an- 
swers questions most frequently asked 
by taxpayers. 


Q. If I flip my Income tax return by 


lh« April 15th due date, but d« not pay 
th« balance due, will I have to pay inter- 
est" 


A Yes. You must pay interest at the 


rate of lix per cent a year on taxes not 
paid by the due date. In addition a penal- 
ty of one-half of one per cent is imposed 
for each month, or part of a month, be- 
yond the due date (determined with re- 
gard to any extension of time for filing) 
that the tax remains unpaid. The max- 
imum penalty for late payment is 25 per 
cent. 


Q. Arr life Insurance premiums deduc- 


tible *» a mfdlcal expense on my Income 
tax return? 


A No Premiums on life insurance pol- 


icies, as well as those providing reim- 
bursement for loss of earnings or acci- 
dental loss of life, limb, sight, etc. cannot 
be included m medical expenses.

Q. I bought a raffle ticket from a char-

contributions They are gambling losses,

Tax. Can I get a refund of this tax on my

A. If you worked for two or more em- 


ployers in $970 and received more than 
$7,800 in wages subject to social security 
tax, you are entitled to claim the social 
security tax withheld in excess of $374,40 
as a credit against your income tax. If 
you file a joint return, separate comput- 
ations must be made for you and your 
wife. See page seven of your tax form 
instructions for details on how to com- 
pute the credit.

The success secret for Saturday's three 


winners In the Harper College board 
election was an ad hoc group calling it- 
self Citizens for an Outstanding Harper 
College. 


The group, which flourished in the 


wake of the issue of a "student-educator 
takeover" of the board, threw powerful 
manpower support behind Milton Han- 
sen. Ross Miller and D. Eugene Nugent. 


Permeating the campaign was the 


charge that the group was dominated by 
Republicans, and that it conducted a 
"smear" campaign against two candi- 
dates. Hannah K. Wilson, a school nurse, 
and Iwirry Moran. a college student. 


Whatever the accuracy to the charges, 


the group was successful It is the major 
reason that Hansen, Miller and Nugent 
won so easily. 


Perhaps most successful, though, was 


James Hamlll, the retiring Harper board 
president and father of the "ax-grinding" 
and "takeover" charges which flew dur- 
ing the campaign. 


Hnmill announced his board retirement 


on March 16, and promptly blasted "ax- 
grmders." He repeated his charges at a 
Thursday, March 25 board meeting. 


Meanwhile, with Hamill's leadership, 


the Citizen's group was forming. Its par- 
ticipant* included several Palatine Town- 
ship GOP officials. 


On March 29, the same day as a lunch- 


eon at Harper. US. State Rep. Philip 
Crane, a conservative Republican, criti- 
cized teacher-student board membership 
at a meeting of the Elk Grove Twp. 
GOP. 


On the same day, Hamill told two Her- 


ald editors he was "through" with the 
campaign and would not be further in- 
volved. 


However, that evening he attended a 


Wheeling Township GOP meeting and 
criticized the candidacies of Mrs. Wilson 
and Moran. 


That week, the candidates spoke at a 


variety of candidate forums. They had 
differing responses to the handbill "en- 
dorsement," but none of them indicated 
who served on the committee. 


By last Wednesday, Moran and Mrs. 


Wilson had challenged the handbill asser- 
tion that they were running together. On 
Thursday, Moran attempted to have a 
leafletter for Miller in Mount Prospect 
arrested. 


Moran charged that state law prohibits 


unsigned handbills. By Saturday morn- 
ing, a list of 10 signers appeared on a 
sample ballot with Hamill's name at the 
top of the fist. The "running along with" 
assertion had been dropped. 


Meanwhile, Hamill spent Thursday 


morning leafletting at the Harrington 
train station, according to Robert Wilson 
Jr., who was there campaigning for his 
wife. 


This Saturday, the committee had vir- 


tually all of the 46 polling places covered 
with leafletters. According to observers, 
there were many Republican workers 
passing out the handbills. 


The tension was building, too, as two 


Harper candidates argued loudly in front 
of Lincoln School in Mount Prospect. 
Angry words were exchanged between 
workers for Moran and Mrs. Wilson.

The statistics reveal a turnout of 12,000 


voters — or 1,000 over last year's total. 
Observers had predicted a voter decline 
because of the Easter weekend. 


The figures also showed a drop in re- 


gional voting. The three winners were 
strong across the entire five township 
area. 


As the dust settles, observers will prob- 


ably remember two factors in the elec- 
tion. First, the charge was made that the 
campaign was highly partisan, a political 
drive backed by the GOP to elect 
Miller, Hansen and Nugent. 


Top local GOP officials stressed, how- 


ever, their organizations were not in- 
volved. However, there were many Re- 
publicans working for the three men — 
just as there are many Republicans in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Second, the "smear" charge was 


made, especially by Moran, who asserted 
the handbill contained a lie that Mrs. 
Wilson and he were campaigning togeth- 
er. Both candidates repeatedly stressed 
that they were not linked. 


Today, Moran is still pursuing possible 


legal action against Miller, of whom he 
has been especially critical. 


Meanwhile, Hamill is resting in Flor- 


ida, perhaps pleased with his efforts. The 
news media reported his charges of 
"axe-grinding," and the Herald gave him 
editorial page space to reply to a Herald 
editorial criticizing some of Hamill's tac- 
tics. His charges gained considerable 
publicity. 


The pleasure he can draw from the 


victory must be considerable, as the 
slate he backed won an easy and deci- 
sive victory Saturday night. 


St. Viator Enrollment 
Program Successful 


A program designed to encourage en- 


rollment at St. Viator High School in Ar- 
lington Heights is apparently working. 


Last week at the first board meeting 


of parish chairmen, who operate in the 
same way as university and college rep- 
resentatives, heard that St. Viator is one 
of two high schools in the Chicago Arch- 
diocese that has not had a drop in pre- 
freshman enrollment this year. 


The outreach program uses the parish 


chairmen to contact eighth graders 
through their local churches to encour- 
age them to enroll at St. Viator.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Some months 


ago, I read in a medical column a ques- 
tion from a mother about her two-year- 
old son who was having temper tan- 
trums. She said he would be playing quiet 
ly and then suddenly start to kick and 
scream. I hope you will publish my letter 
since I think you can help any parents 
who have had this kind of problem. 


You see, I have had this experience 


myself. To be on the safe side, any moth- 
er with this problem should have her son 
checked by a neurologist. I had this 
same problem 17 years ago and suffered 
for three years with a daughter (also two 
years old at the time) who was subject to 
"temper tantrums," also coming on sud- 
denly while playing quietly. 


Both of us, also my husband and son, 


were emotionally shaken by these out- 
bursts which we misinterpreted as tan- 
trums when, in reality, she had epilepsy. 
Fortunately, a pediatrician recommend- 
ed an electroencephalogram (brain wave 
test) and we were able to give her prop- 
er treatment and start working on re- 
pairing our shaken and damaged person- 
alities. 


The guilt complexes I had for not real- 


izing by daughter's problem took me 
years to overcome. Epilepsy isn't always 
a fit, where one falls to the ground jerk- 
ing violently. Many people (including 
me) had felt this was the only form of 
epilepsy. There are many, including tem- 
per tantrums. 


The outlook is fine. She took medicine 


which controlled her outbursts 100 per 
cent. She has been off drugs now for six 
years and is an attractive 19-year-old 
university student. 
Had we not sought help finally, my mar- 
riage would have ended, my daughter 
and I would have been emotionally 
crippled and my son scarred from the 
continual outbursts and scenes we went 
through, all the time thinking we had a 
"spoiled'' little girl on our hands. If a 
child seems to be playing quietly and 
then suddenly goes into kicking and 
screaming spells for no apparent reason, 
then I sincerely recommend that outside 
help be contacted before more damage is 
done. 


DEAR READER — Thank you for an 


excellent letter and your advice is right 
on target. I agree wholeheartedly that 
any child with these symptoms should be 
seen by a doctor and specifically the 
child should be examined for the ques- 


tion of epilepsy. It is true that some chil- 
dren have temper tantrums and that is 
all they are, but the types of episodes 
that you described are often indicative of 
epilepsy and the problem deserves to be 
investigated. I am sure your letter will 
be helpful to a number of parents. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — If a woman has a 


complete hysterectomy can she have in- 
tercourse any more? 


Dear Reader — Of course. A complete 


hysterectomy will remove the uterus 
(womb) and sometimes the outlet to it, 
called the cervix. This should not inter- 
fere with any of the other female organs. 
Specifically, it does not involve any of 
the female anatomy normally involved in 
intercourse. The function of the uterus, 
literally, is to act as a baby basket for 
the development of a fetus, and has no 
function during intercourse.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States, which once was accused of prac- 
ticing gunboat diplomacy in China, is 
now entering a period of pingpong diplo- 
macy. 


If this should open the door to lasting 


world peace, nobody would be less sur- 
prised than your humble correspondent. 


Having had for many years a pingpong 


table in the bomb shelter of my domicile, 
I can readily attest to the unifying force 
the game exerts. 


Before we took up pingpong my family 


was badly divided along ideological lines. 
Which is to say we were all Democrats. 
But after a few evenings with the pad- 
dles, we began to reconcile our political 
differences. 


"The family that pings together, clings 


together," I often say, and I see no rea- 
son why that maxim wouldn't apply to 
the family of nations as well. 


"TWO COUNTRIES that pong together, 


belong together" might be one way of 
putting it. 


For me, then, it is easy to understand 


why diplomats here view the visit to 
Communist China by the U.S. table ten- 
nis team as an "encouraging devel- 
opment." 


The pity is that it took so long for the 


State Department, or Henry Kissinger, 
or whoever is in charge of our foreign 
policy, to recognize the "peace through 
ping pong" potential. 


The long-stalled Vietnam peace talks 


in Paris are a case in point. 


Those negotiations began, you may re- 


call, with a protracted dispute over the 
shape of the conference table. Unfortu- 
nately, nobody thought of shaping it like 
a ping pong table. 


Had the delegates been spending their 


time playing ping pong, rather than 
whatever it is they do all day, the confer- 
ence obviously would have made as 
much progress as it has made to date, 
and possibly a great deal more. 


THE DELAY IN practicing ping pong 


diplomacy becomes all the more strange 
when we consider how much ping pong 
and diplomacy have in common. 


If you have ever collared a diplomat 


and tried to pin him down on some point, 
you are aware that batting a little ball 
back and forth is second nature to him. 


The only trouble is that a diplomat, if 


he played ping pong in his natural style 
would bat the ball over the net. then run 
around the table and bat it back to him- 
self. 


At any rate, I am confident that ping 


pong diplomacy can usher in a new era 
of good feelings, provided someone does 
not pong when he should have pinged.

Town's Budget 
Hearing Tonight 
At Frost School 


The Schaumburg Township annual 


budget hearing and meeting will be held 
tonight at Robert Frost Junior High 
School. The budget hearing will open at 
H p.m.. while the meeting is scheduled 
for 8:.TO p.m. 


The proposed budget for 1971-72 is vir- 


tually the same as lost year's with a $15 
increase. Town officials say the tax rate 
will remain the same as last year, about 
$5. or drop If land values on the tax roles 
have increased. Last year's budget total- 
ed $74.(«2.50. This year's is $74.047.50. 


Persons attending the meeting will ac- 


tually hear three budget presentations, 
the town operating budget, the town gen- 
em! assistance budget and the town li- 
brary budget. They also will hear reports 
from all village officers, and have an op- 
portunity to discuss any matters per- 
taining to the township. Reports will be 
made by Scott McEachron. assessor; 
Ralph Lyerla. collector; Mrs. Kaihlcen 
Wojcik, clerk; Vernon Laubenstein, su- 
pervisor, and the town auditors. 


While the general town budget totals 


about the same as it did last year, appro- 
priation* within the budget show some 
variation. 


The appropriation for town officers is 


the same as last year, at $18.160. The 
figure is to pay the supervisor, clerk, as- 
sessor, highway commissioner, board of 
auditors, weed commissioner and super- 
intendent of general assistance. 


PROVISION FOR election expenses 


was decreased In the proposed budget to 
$4.B50. Last year's budget allowed $H,950. 
Also decreased was the allowance for 
town officers' expenses, from $20,327.50 
last year to $19,787.50 this year. 


!\n increase is provided for the com- 


mittee on youth, from $16,145 to $19.950. 
A slight decrease is slated for the c;ite- 
gory on other services and expenses, 
from $8,900 to $8.100. The contingency al- 
lowance remains the same, at $3,400. 


While 
last 
year's 
budget 
totaled 


$74.032.50, the township actually spent 
only $50.995.46, and that money was bor- 
rowed through tax anticipation warrants. 
The township's tax funds were held back 
because of court proceedings on an as- 
sumption of tax collection responsibility 
by Cook County. The responsibility pre- 
viously rested with the township. With

Library officials term the 
budget an inflated one, pointing out it 
has no influence on library tax rates 
which are set by law. The tax rate will 
remain the same no matter what the 
budget includes, said librarian Michael 
Madden, but the budget is inflated to al- 
low expenditure of all monies collected.

Cubs View Laser Technique 


by NANCY COWGER 


"Hey, Danny, your hair is fatter." 
The speaker was a member of Cub 


Scout Pack 197, who helped measure dif- 
ferences in hair diameters at a pack 
meeting Monday night. 


Pack Leader Bob Compton of 159 


Northview Ln., Hoffman Estates, had 
brought a briefcase size laser beam to 
the pack meeting to give scouts a demon- 
stration of science pginciples. 


Hair size was not the only thing the 


Cubs measured. They ran the beam 
through a thin sheet of plastic material 
with tiny invisible holes in it. The boys 
knew the holes were invisible. They look- 
ed hard, but couldn't see them. 


But Compton placed the screened plas- 


tic in front of the laser, flashing the beam 
on his dining room wall. A pattern of 
dots appeared. The distance between the 
dots of red light were a fraction of the 
size of the holes in the screen, and with a 
little higher mathematics the bouls could 
have learned just how invisible the dots 
were. 


THE BEAM OF LIGHT was solid red. 


Obviously, 
then, 
putting 
the 
beam 


through a prism would not make any dif- 
ference in it. Prisms defract white light 
into component colors, making rainbows. 
Red light has no other colors. It is just 
red. 


But the obvious was wrong. The laser 


beam split into four beams, all red, mak- 
ing tinier spots on the ceiling than the 
single beam. The boys loved this, and 
encouraged Compton to see how many 
more dots of light he could make. Four 
was the maximum. 


Compton is editor of "Electro Optical 


Systems Designs," a magazine for engi- 
neers who design scientific gadgetry. As 
such, he has access to some of the dem- 
onstration equipment manufacturers pro- 
duce. He borrowed the laser from a 
friend, and along with it supplementary 
equipment. 


After telling the Cubs that the laser is 


used in construction work as a sort of 
plumb line, because its path is so 
straight and true, he proceeded to show 
them how the path can be curved. 


A small rubber-like tube can be placed 


in front of the laser, catching the beam 
and bouncing It around a curve until the 


light reverses itself, heading in the same 
direction from which it came. A coating 
inside the tube acts like a mirror re- 
flecting the beam, Compton said. 


THE LASER CAN be used as a sort of 


light gun, illuminating only the point of a 
distant item at which it is aimed, as 
Compton demonstrated. Taking the boys 
outside, he "shot" trucks on the tollroad. 
Because a laser's fight is focused on a 
small area, with all light rays directed 
the same way, it does not work like a 
flashlight or auto headlights, illuminating 
the ground and showing a beam of light 
from one point to another, the scouts 
made a kind of cops-and-robbers game of 
it. 


The Cub pack is a small one, with only 


six current members. These are Comp- 
ton's son Curt, Bob Daus, Dave Engles, 
Danny Thomas, Tim Williams and Don 
Ellison. Soon they will move into Boy 
Scouts, taking up new activities of camp- 
ing and hiking. But Compton will work 
with them then too. They may find 
camping more scientific than other Boy 
Scouts do. 


3 On Mental 
Health Unit 
Will Resign 


Resignations have been submitted by 


three of the seven members of the 
Schaumburg Township Mental Health 
Board. 


Town Supervisor Vernon Laubenstein 


has received letters of resignation from 
Robert Rew, Mrs. Beverly Templetrn 
and Wally Roginski. Of the three, M. 
Templeton was the only board officr 
having been appointed March 31 to rep 
resent the township on the Northwe; i 
Mental Health and Retardation Council, 
a four-township group. 


The resignations apparently stem from 


recent splits in the board over actior- 
past-chairman, Dr. Bernard J. Powell, 
who also formerly held Mrs. Templeton's 
appointment to the area council. T> 
board requested his resignation as chair- 
man in a letter signed by five board 
members, and submitted to the town 
board of auditors. The three resigning 
members were among those signing the 
letter. Dr. Powell agreed to relinquish 
the chairmanship, but said he would re- 
main on the board. 


WHEN' THE MENTAL health and town 


boards met in executive session March 
30, and Dr. Powell's continued member- 
ship was affirmed, several members ex- 
pressed doubts over their desire to re- 
main on the board with him. One of these 
was Mrs. Templeton. 


Neirher Rew nor Roginski commentpd 


on their future actions publicly, but other 
board members later said Rew had of- 
fered his resignation then. 


To become official, the resignations 


must be acted on by the town board of 
auditors. Each board member was ap- 
pointed by Vernon Laubenstein, town su- 
pervisor and chairman of the auditors' 
board. Laubenstein said yesterday he did 
not know when his board would vote on 
the resignations. 


"I WAS HOPING THIS would not be 


the turn of events. I appealed to every- 
body's responsibility, their commitment 
to mental health," said Laubenstein, re- 
ferring to his urgings that no mental 
health board members resign. "I had 
hoped there was a way of asking these 
people to reconsider," he said. 


Laubenstein said he would not disband 


the board, but will appoint other persons 
to fill the three vacancies. "I will have to 
meet with the board (of auditors) and 
determine the future of the mental health 
board. There is an ongoing need in men- 
tal health," he said.

battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning 
his position, Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son, which arrived yesterday, 
the Sanders' reconstructed this story. 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m. on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to abandon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 


own position In the meantime, enemy 
fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew. 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead. He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 
before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety. 


Patterson wrote his parents that he 


and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way," Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 
home base (at Pleiku) and safe now." 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson 
added, 


' Your prayers and love were felt 12.000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers " 


Patterson left his studies at Arlington 


High School in September, 1969, to enlist 
in the Army. Sanders said he did not be- 
lieve the youth had any desire to go to 
Vietnam, although "he felt strongly 
about the war." 


"I JUST THINK he felt he wasn't ac- 


complishing anything and he wanted to 
find an aim for himself," said Sanders 


After a tour of duty in Germany, 


where he completed studies for his high 
school diploma, he was sent to Vietnam 
in September with the 1st Battalion of 
the 92nd Artillery Division. 


Sanders is a retired foreign manage- 


ment consultant for Quaker Oats Co 
His wife, Mary, is a statistician for S.T.P 
Corp in Des Flames They have another 
son, Norman, a sergeant in the U.S. Air 
Force stationed in Hawaii.

Contracts were awarded last week in 


three of the four phases of construction 
for an addition to the Schaumburg Town- 
ship Public Library. 


Fred L. Ockerlund contracting firm 


won the general contract, with a bid of 
$465,000. When bids were opened, Ocker- 
lund was tied for low bid with Midway 
Construction and Engineering. Librarian 
Michael Madden said Midway did not 
submit all requested information with its 
bid. 


Warren's Heating, apparent low bidder 


in the heating and ventilating phase, was 
awarded that contract for $112,500. 


In the electrical phase, the apparent 


low bidder did not receive the contract, 
because, said Madden, the firm did not 
correctly complete the bid form. Instead, 
the contract went to A. Rafel and Co., for 
$99,733. The apparent low bidder, Vern 
Smith Electric Co., had quoted a charge 
of $99,222. However, shortly after bids 
had been opened, another bid was re- 
ceived. Belcore Electrical Co bid about 
$10,000 lower than Smith, but failed to 
attach a bid bond to the form, said Mad- 


den. Because the bond was omitted, Bel- 
core's bid was not considered, said Mad- 
den. 


No bids were accepted in the plumbing 


contract, because the library has re- 
ceived word the village of Schaumburg 
may run water and sewer lines near the 
addition. The specifications for plumbing 
bids included a septic field, which will 
not be necessary if water connection be- 
come possible. The library board is to 
meet tomorrow with Schaumburg Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher to learn if such lines 
actually are to be installed, and where.

Hedlund: End Voter Apathy Here

Otis Hedlund wants an end to citizen 


apathy and a new openness in govern- 
ment for Wheeling. 


Hedlund, a candidate running as a 


write-in on the Wheeling Independent 
Party (WHIP) slate, explained he de- 
cided to seek election because "some- 
body's got to do something and it might 
as well be me 


"Two years ago we had an uncontested 


election and after this last year I decided 
apathy stops here. I decided I should be- 
come concerned with the village govern- 
ment because I don't believe that some 
of the things happening were happening 
in the best interest of the village of 
Wheeling." Hedlund said. 


He cited the example of the "firing" of 


village manager Matthew Golden — "It 
didn't go open and true to the public 
what was the real reason for firing Gold- 
en because the Jaycee speech was defi- 
nitely not a reason to fire anybody as a 
manager " 


As another example Hedlund pointed to 


the police strike last summer. 


"I thought it was badly handled The 


board took a stand on one issue — that 
there would be no policeman's associ- 
ation and then refused to negotiate," he 
said. 


A THIRD CASE of improper action 


Hedlund cited was the removal of educa- 
tional and professional 
qualifications 


from the village manager ordinance 


"Even though the state puts up a min- 


imum requirement, certainly the village 
should be able to have stricter require- 
ments," he said. 


Hedlund said the lack of a manager — 


"What our party has termed profes- 
sionalism in government" — is one of the 
major problems facing the village. 


He also proposed a village employes 


board to hire and fire all civic employes 
and to act as a grievance committee. 
(Such a board could not be set up for 
three years because of the recent man- 
ager referendum.) 


Otis 


Hedlund 


The employes board, Hedlund said, 


would help a manager by "taking him 
off the spot of having to be the fall guy 
for somebody that's being fired." 


"An employe can know that his job de- 


pends on how well he's doing his job 
rather than if he offends one person he 
loses his job because of it." 


OTHER MAJOR PROBLEMS which 


Hedlund said face Wheeling are flooding, 
"communications with the people and 
openness of the government," and "Zon- 
ing — good, planned development of the 
village." 


On flooding, Hedlund criticized the 


slowness of the work, pointing out that 
the village municipal building, which 
was approved approximately the same 


time as the flood referendum, is com- 
pleted while from the flood referendum 
"all we've got is three holes in the 
ground that are now non-functional and 
one flapgate that seems to be non-func- 
tional too." 


He said corrective actions which could 


be taken immediately were a flap gate 
for the Valley Stream Dr. area, building 
up low banks of the creek, and providing 
a place for the village civil defense work- 
ers to store sandbags provided by the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 


"There are things like this that can be 


done to at least make it more livable," 
Hedlund said, calling for "a many 
pointed attack" by residents and govern- 
ment officials to obtain funds and solve 
the flood problem. 


To improve the appearance of Wheel- 


i n g H e d l u n d proposed "minimum 
maintenance zoning." He said ordinances 
setting up requirements for minimum 
upkeep of buildings had been proposed in 
the general development plan for the vil- 
lage prepared by M. F. Rupp in 1965. 


HE SAID HE FAVORED using Rupp's 


plan as a guideline to development. On 
apartments Hedlund said, "It's not fea- 
sible to ban apartments, but they can 
control the rate at which they're coming 
in and where they're going to put them . 
. . If Wheeling didn't approve another 
apartment our population could almost

Opinions Please 
Should Tax 
Deadline Be 
Extended? 


There was surprisingly little grumbling 


this week when Opinions Please asked 
residents of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
about Thursday's income tax deadline. 


Only one person wanted the deadline 


extended. The rest said April 15 was late 
enough — perhaps because off of them 
have already filed their returns and all 
have refunds coming. 


MRS. LEROY GRAVES, 5 Roberta. 


Buffalo Grove, cheerfully responded that 
the date of the income tax deadline 
"doesn't make any difference to me at 
all." 


The reason for her relaxed attitude to- 


ward the deadline is a perfectly good 
one. 


"We filed our return long ago," Mrs. 


Graves said. "We have a refund com- 
ing." She said, she and her husband al- 
ways file their income tax return early 
because "we've never owed the govern- 
ment money. We've always had refunds 
coming." 


MRS. JOAN CARTER, of 53 Birch 


Wheeling, takes the whole business rath- 
er philosophically. 


"The date's fine," she said. "After all, 


if the goverment owes you something, 
you can always wait until later to send in 
your return. But if you owe the govern- 
ment, well, you have to get it in some 
time." 


"One year, she said, "we had money 


coming back and we didn't get around to 
sending the return in until June. We've 
done it both ways — early and late." 
This year, she has a refund due and she 
has filed her return already. 


Mrs. Carter said that she thinks April 


15 gives taxpayers plenty of time and 
that "you have to stop somewhere." 


"I guess the date's okay," said MRS. 


M. R. HARDY, 206 Belaire Dr , Buffalo 
Grove. "We're going to make it this 
year. My husband's going to pick up the 
returns from H & R Block tonight."

Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon 


At about S a m on March 31 they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen 
sive Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day After 12 hours of battle Patterson 
wrote 
we were forced to abandon the 


hill 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position In the meantime, enemy 
fire downed a U S helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied tioops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew

diicraft — Patterson returned to the ra

cial is and should be accountable for his 
actions and he should he open to ques- 
tions from citizens " 


Shirley feels that the pattern for devel- 


opment of the village in the future will 
be "in large part apartments. I do not 
disfavor apartments, but there has to be 
a balance. There also has to be stability. 
Apartments do not lend themselves to 
the stability of a community.

"I'd like to see it develop with the 


proper mixture. I would like to see 
single-family dwellings be the majority 
dwelling unit available in the area." 


Shirley said chances of attracting in- 


dustry are slim although he favors 
"some light industry. We are limited by 
sewer, water and rail facilities," he said. 


Shirley said all future annexations 


have to be considered "in the light of 
what it's going to require for services 
(sewer, water, police) and the effect of 


what it means to the existing commu- 
nity. You have to approach annexations 
properly. You can get a lot of this (ser- 
vices) from the developers." 


Shirley emphasized that he is not op- 


posed to future annexations but the effect 
on the existing community must be the 
prime consideration. 


SHIRLEY CALLED for closer commu- 


nication between park and school dis- 
tricts saying "There simply has to be 
very open communication between these 
various groups. The village board has to 
recognize its responsibilities 
to other 


agencies " 


He also said the need for more school 


and park sites in Lake County is justified 
and cited figures showing that for about 
500 homes in Cook County Strathmore 
there are 18 acres for public use land 


and in Lake County, with 1,000 homes 
there is 11.5 acres of land for public use. 


"If it's being unrealistic to ask for 


something more than that, I can't 
agree," Shirley said. 


Shirley said "it is a slow process" to 


assimilate new areas such as Lake Coun- 
ty Strathmore into the village. There is a 
feeling of disconnection which, according 
to Shirley, results from being physically 
separated by the golf course and be- 
cause," it is the latest development and 
has no representation 
except home- 


owners associations." 


Shirley, 35, lives at 541 Indian Spring 


Ln. with his wife Jane and two children. 
He has lived in the village one and a half 
years. Shu-ley holds a bachelor's degree 
in business administration from the Uni- 
versity of Southern Illinois.

candidate for trustee in Buffalo Grove, 
has promised that "my office door will 
always be open." to talk to residents 
and hear their complainU. 


Maichel also said. ' Don Thompson 


'village president and head of Maichel's 
slate) has done a very good and admi- 
rable Job working under the circum- 
stances He has the best interests of Buf- 
falo Grove at heart." 


Mnichel feels that his "grave concern 


for what is going on (in the village)" and 
technical background qualifies him for 
the trustee post. Maichel is a mechanical 
design engineer for the Kux Machine Co., 
in Des Plaincs. 


He would like to attract industry to the 


village but doesn't want to see Buffalo 
Grove "turned into a junk yard." 


"I would like to bring industry in, re- 


search and office type. There's terrific 
tax benefit if you have these businesses 
in the village." Maichel pointed out. 


To entice industry, Maichel feels that 


the village ordinances must be changed 
to allow businesses to build on tracts of 
land smaller than the 25 acre minimum, 
presently required. 


"IT'S A LARGE deterrent. When they 


have to invest that kind of money (to buy 
25 acres) it scares them away," he said. 


Maichel believes that "poor planning 


on the part of School Dist. 96" is the 
reason for the school site problem in 
Lake County. "I strongly suggest that 
the present head of School Dist. 96 go 


down and talk to Mr. (Kenneth) Gill 
(Dist. 21 superintendent) and get some 
advice. Building one story sprawling 
schools today is not the answer. 


"How can one school district get along 


fine with the village board and the other 
can not?" Maichel asked 


Maichel said that a joint effort is 


needed to solve the flooding problems 
facing the village. "Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove will have to work together to pre- 
vent towns like Lake Zurich from dump- 
ing all this water into Buffalo Creek," 
which results in flooding. 


Maichel called for state legislation to 


force villages to stop dumping large 
amounts of water into creeks that cannot 
handle it. "If villages work together, 
they would have more of a political 


clout," he said. 


"First we have to start in Buffalo 


Grove with several retention basins, but 
I think also we should start almost im- 
mediately working on the state legisla- 
ture," for laws regulating water flow. 


MAICHEL'S SOLUTION to the vil- 


lage's financial problems is "getting in 
industry. We should try to attract com- 
mercial type of business, but I don't 
think we should sell ourselves down the 
river for money either." 


According to Maichel, all future annex- 


ations should be considered in the light 
of what effect the proposed development 
will have on "water, sewer and flooding. 
To just go around annexing land, can get 
you into an awful lot of trouble. I'm a 
little bit leery of going around grabbing 


farm land because a lot of it is in the 
flood plain." 


Maichel is opposed to moderate income 


housing. "I don't think that people who 
would qualify for low income housing 
could live in Buffalo Grove. Based on 
what I have seen that has happened in 
these low income housing projects, I 
would be scared to let these projects in. 
They're built and they're beautiful and 
five years later they're slums. Unless I 
see something different I would have to 
oppose it." 


Maichel, 30, lives at 285 Anthony Rd. 


with his wife Sandra and two children. 
He has lived in the village nearly four 
years. Maichel has a bachelor's and 
master's degree from the University of 
Illinoi. 


Opinions Please 
Should Tax 
Deadline Be

"We filed our return long ago," Mrs. 


Graves said. "We have a refund com- 
ing." She said, she and her husband al- 
ways file their income tax return early 
because "we've never owed the govern- 
ment money. We've always had refunds 
coming." 


MRS. JOAN CARTER, of 53 Birch 


Wheeling, takes the whole business rath- 
er philosophically. 


"The date's fine," she said. "After all, 


if the goverment owes you something, 
you can always wait until later to send in 
your return. But if you owe the govern- 
ment, well, you have to get it in some 
time." 


"One year, she said, "we had money 


coming back and we didn't get around to 
sending the return in until June. We've 
done it both ways — early and late." 
This year, she has a refund due and she 
has filed her return already. 


Mrs. Carter said that she thinks April 


15 gives taxpayers plenty of time and 
that "you have to stop somewhere." 


"I guess the date's okay," said MRS. 


M. R. HARDY, 206 Belaire Dr., Buffalo 
Grove. "We're going to make it this 
year. My husband's going to pick up the 
returns from H & R Block tonight." 


"I don't think it makes any difference 


what the date is," Mrs. Hardy said. "My 
husband always waits until the last min- 
ute to do it and then says 'I don't know 
why I do this every year.' " 


If the deadline was extended, Mrs.

"Park programs for everyone" is the 


goal of Marian Mclntyre, new recreation 
supervisor for the Buffalo Grove Park 
District. 


Mrs. Mclntyre, a comparative new- 


comer to Buffalo Grove, lives at 431 Cas- 
tlewood Lane with her husband Bob. and 
three-month old daughter. A native of 
Missouri, she has a degree in physical 
education from Webster College, Webster 
Groves, Mo. 


"I've always been interested in parks. 


They're a wonderful way for people to 
get together. When we first moved here 
two years ago, I inquired with the park 
district about working for them, but 
then- weren't any openings. 


"I Caught physical education at Hersey 


High School last year and then this posi- 
tion as recreation supervisor opened up. 


"I'M RKALLY LOOKING forward to 


it. I like keeping busy. We're a young 
park district, but we have no where to go 
but up." she said. 


Mrs. Mclntyre said she is "trying to 


broaden the scope of the park district 
programs, so that there will be some- 
thing for all ages." 


"This spring we'll offer some new pro- 


grams that I think will attract a lot of 
people. Tree care and landscaping will 
be taught by the park superintendent in 
Des Plaine.s. Now that it's spring, people 
should start thinking about their lawns 
and gardens. 


"And we'll also have art for fourth, 


fifth and sixth graders, beginning sewing 
and men's Softball for the first time." 


Mrs. Mclntyre said her job is "a little 


like the garment industry. I have to work 
two seasons ahead of time. In the winter, 
you plan for summer programs and in 
the summer, you plan for winter pro- 
grams. 


"Once the summer programs are going. 


I want to start working with the board on 
a master plan for park programs. I want 
to get more of the community involved in 
the parks. I want to develop something 
that the people will be proud to partici- 
pate in. 


"The park district is like a child. It 


was only created two years ago and it's 
still in the infant stage. Soon. I hope, it 
will be in the toddling stage." 


Mrs. Mclntyre said one of her biggest 


wishes is for more parks in the district, 
particularly in Lake County. 


"The only parks we have now are Em- 


merich Park and at the Dist. 21 school 


sites. People look around and ask why 
we don't have more parks, and why we 
don't have a swimming pool and tennis 
courts. "The district 
will get these 


things, but it won't happen right away. 


"Whatever the people want from their 


park district, the district will try to pro- 
vide, but it will take time." 


The new recreation supervisor feels 


that new programs for young boys, teen- 
agers and men are particularly needed 
in Buffalo Grove. 


"We need something for boys eight to 


12, and for men. Maybe we could offer 
electronics or mechanics for men. This is 
an area of new homes and there are 
probably many who'd like tips on home 
repairs. 


"We need something for the teens too. 


The problem with teens is that though 
they want to get away from mom and 
dad for a while, they don't really know 
what they want to do. The park district 
sponsors teen dances and open recrea- 
tion once a week at Cooper Junior High 
for teens, and that's about all. There's no 
reason why we couldn't sponsor baseball 
for teen age boys and have summer tour- 
naments."

Area Resident One Of Two Fire Base Six Survivors 


Mr and Mrs. H. D Sanders knew their 


son, Lawrence A. Patterson, 20. was at 
the now-notorious Fire Base 6 in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of South Vietnam when it 
was overrun by enemy troops on March 
31. 


They were watching television when it 


wan announced that all allied troops at 
the artillery observation post had been 
killed. 


For 
11 days, they awaited con- 


firmation. 


"It was a pretty rough period," Sand- 


ers said yesterday, his voice breaking al- 
most imperceptibly and just a hint of a 
tear appearing in his eye. 


Sunday, at their home at 220 N. Dwyer 


Ave., Arlington Heights, Sanders and his 
wife, Mary, learned that Patterson was 
one of two Americans who survived. 


They also learned that he and his fel- 


low survivor. Lt. Brian M. Thacker, 25, 
had been awarded the Silver Star, the 
nation's third highest award for valor, 
and the South Vietnamese Cross of Gal- 
lantry. 


THE LAST AMERICANS alive on the 


battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning 
his position. Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing. 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son, which arrived yesterday, 


the Sanders' reconstructed this story: 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m. on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive. Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day. After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to abandon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position. In the meantime, enemy 
fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew, 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead. He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 


before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety. 


Patterson wrote his parents that he 


and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way," Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 
home base (at Pleiku) and safe now." 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson added, 
'Your prayers and love were felt 12.000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers." 


'Sesame Street' Has Positive Effect On Kindergarteners 


Kindergarten children in Dist. 23 who 


have watched the television show. "Se- 
same Street." are setting new achieve- 
ment records, according to Dist. 23 Supt. 
Edward Grodsky 


Grodsky told board members at a 


meeting a study he has made in the dis- 
trict showed the "Sesame graduates" 
seem to be brighter than past kindergar- 
ten students 


"The program has used fast paced ad- 


vertising techniques to teach 3 to 5 year 
olds basic skills such as the alphabet, 
counting, recognition of numbers and let- 
ters, and understanding concepts such as 
shapes and sizes." said Grodsky. "The 
children also seem to have a different 


attitude about school as if they have al- 
ready learned what school is for and 
what to do there." 


GRODSKY SAID district kindergarten 


teachers reported their students this 
year are able to "name and recognize 
shapes, numerals, letters and colors. Im- 
provement in this area was particularly 
evidenced in the beginning weeks of 
school when shapes were presented." 


The teachers also reported "there is an 


indication the students have an easier 
adjustment for reading readiness activi- 
ties due to the similarity of some of 
these activities to things that are done on 
the show." 


The teachers concluded many of the 


Park Balliidd Work OKd: 
Project Cost To Be $10,250 


The Buffalo Grove Park District has 


approved a total of $10,250 for the con- 
struction of three backstop*, two base- 
ball fields and the grading and seeding of 
all park land. The commissioners ap- 
proved the measure at their meeting 
Thursday night. 


The Buffalo Grove Recreation Associ- 


ation will use two of the fields, at Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow and James Feni- 
more Cooper Junior High School, for 
their boys baseball program. The associ- 
ation will contribute $1.960 to help pay 
for the project. 


The commissioners accepted a bid 


from the Cyclone Fence Division of the 
United States Steel Co. for $4,200 for the 
purchase and installation of three back- 


stops. The backstops will be placed at 
the southeast corner of the Longfellow 
and Cooper sites. 


Plans for the third backstop at "Site 


21" on Arlington Heights Road are not 
definite, because of the 
construction 


work currently under way by the village 
to install an underground reservoir. 


However, it is estimated that work on 


the fields at the two school sites will be 
finished by May 8. The backstops will 
consist of three 16 foot sections 14 feet 
high with a 7 foot overhang to catch foul 
balls. 


The rest of the $10,250 appropriation 


will go for labor, sand, grass seed and 
fertilizer. All park land will be reseeded 
and fertilized.

to Grodsky's proposal. She said, "it 
would be difficult to make such a study 
accurate because you wouldn't know if 
the students were watching the program 
at home."

They are Sgt. Earl Taylor of the Rangers 
and a Earl Schiedler of 26 Pamela Dr., 
Lake Zurich.

melita, Sister Andrew, Lorraine Haben 
and Sister Mary Lucy, the villa's direc- 
tor. 


The remotivation program is a tech- 


nique of patient-group interaction de- 
signed to help residents or persons who 
are withdrawn and uninterested in their 
surroundings. Through structured activi- 
ties the patient is helped to overcome his 
isolation. 


The program consisted of lectures, re- 
source materials, classroom demonstra- 
tions, and practice sessions.

Metivier wants "new blood am the 


zoning and planning commissions," in 
addition to a new village zoning plan. He 
also encourages annexation, but not until 
existing corporated areas are adequately 
serviced. 


Crane: 'Galley 
Sentence Severe'

S Rep Philip M. Crane. R-l.lth. 


said Monday the I'.S. Army Court Mar- 
tial's life imprisonment sentence for Lt. 
William Calley "was vastly too .severe" 
and added that it is "absolutely bizarre" 
to think thut Calley could have carefully 
premeditated the civilian murders he 
was recently convicted of. 


Crane, speaking at the annual luncheon 


of the 13th District Re-publican Woman's 
Club in Arlington Heights, said he agrees 
with his brother. David, a psychiatrist 
who analysed Calley and testified in his 
court martial, that Calicy was not com- 
petent to plan the actions for which the 
Arrr. accused and convicted him 


He said the Calley case is one of the 


g>pa( tragedies of the war and defended 
President Nixon's decision to review the 
case 


"The President has every right to re- 


view the case " Crane said. "He has not 
said he would overturn the verdict, and 
there is no indication that he will. But as 
the commander and chief of the armed 
forces, he is the highest military court 
and his decision is not outside his author- 
ity " 


Crane discussed a variety of topics in 


his hour-long speech to the GOP women, 
including the President's proposed reve- 
nue sharing program and the lack of in- 
terest and involvement by citizens in 
government and politics. 


He said he is giving "qualified sup- 


port" to revenue sharing because he sees 
it as an improvement over present meth- 
ods of federal grants. 


"The ideal thing would be for the fed- 


eral government to cut back its spending 
and then cut back taxes," he said. "But I 
don't think that's very likely to happen in 
the foreseeable future " 


He said the President's general revenue 


sharing program will consolidate more 


than 130 different grant programs into 
six programs, which will result in more 
economy and more efficiency. 


"I think this will also result in more 


participation and more responsibility in 
the decision-making process at the local 
level," he said. 


Crane said he was unsure of the 


chance for passage of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because there are many in 
Congress who feel that local Rovern- 
ments are too insensitive to the real 
problems, and also that local govern- 
ments are too irresponsible." 


One advantage of revenue sharing, he 


said, is that it would be a step toward 
dismantling the federal bureaucracy by 
putting more power in the hands of local 
officials. 


"I've found in just a little more than a 


year in Congress that no one really con- 
trols the bureaucracy," he said. "Con- 
gress do<"-n't control it: the President 
doesn't control it. It just continues to 
grow like some kind of cancer. The .best 
way to stop it is by cutting off funds " 


He told his audience, which included 


former 13th District Rep. Mrs. Marguer- 
ite Stitt Church, that government power 
should be concentrated locally, rather 
than on a fecloral level, and said the need 
for more involvement in local govern- 
ment was shown in 1969 when only 25 per 
cent of the eligible voters participated in 
the Republican primary in which he won 
the nomination for Congress. 


"You can get an idea of tile magnitude 


of the problem when you realize there 
was such a small turnout in the best edu- 
cated and most affluent congressional 
district in the nation," he said 


"And last year, when the voters of Illi- 


nois adopted a n .•/ Constitution, it was 
done so by only 35 per cent of the vot- 
ers."

AMONG THE items in the proposed 


1971 72 budget is a provision to allocate 
$18,000 to complete the addition to the 
Town Hall Another item is an allocation

PTYC had asked for $50,000, but the

penditures are set at $27,700 total Sala- 
ries for town officers has been set for

expenses appropriation is set at $4,520 


The general assistance budget for the 


197172 fiscal year has been set at 
$20,000 


The record for winter skating was set 


over a 24-hour period on a weekend sev- 
eral weeks ago in which some 3,700 
people made use of the ice facility, either 
as skaters, hockey players or spectators 


Although the ice arena opened in De- 


cember with only 14 boys registered in 
hockey lessons, the number has in- 
creased to 120.

tial's life imprisonment sentence for Lt. 
William Calley "was vastly too severe" 
•nd added that it is "absolutely bizarre" 
to think that Calley could have carefully 
premeditated the civilian murders he 
was recently convicted of. 


Crane, speaking at the annual luncheon 


of the 13th District Republican Woman's 
Club in Arlington Heights, said he agrees 
with his brother, David, a psychiatrist 
who analyzed Calley and testified in his 
court martial, that Calley was not com- 
petent to plan the actions for which the 
Army accused and convicted him. 


He said the Calley case is one of the 


great tragedies of the war and defended 
President Nixon's decision to review the 
case 


"The President has every right to re- 


view the case." Crane said "He has not 
said he would overturn the verdict, and 
there is no indication that he will. But as 
the commander and chief of the armed 
forces, he is the highest military court 
•nd his decision is not outside his author- 
ity " 


Crane discussed a variety of topics in 


his hour-long speech to the GOP women. 
including the President's proposed reve- 
nue sharing program and the lack of in- 
terest and involvement by citizens in 
government and politics. 


He said he is giving "qualified sup- 


port" to revenue sharing because he sees 
it as an improvement over present meth- 
ods of federal grants 


"The ideal thing would be for the fed- 


eral government to cut back its spending 
•nd then cut back taxes," he said "But I 
don't think that's very likely to happen in 
the foreseeable future " 


He said the President's general revenue 


sharing program will consolidate more 


than 130 different grant programs into 
six programs, which will result in more 
economy and more efficiency. 


"I think this will also result in more 


participation and more responsibility in 
the decision-making process at the local 
level." he said. 


Crane said he was unsure of the 


chance for passage of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because there are many in 
Congress who feel that local govern- 
ments are too insensitive to the real 
problems, and also that local govern- 
ments are too irresponsible." 


One advantage of revenue sharing, he 


said, is that it would be a step toward 
dismantling the federal bureaucracy by 
putting more power in the hands of local 
officials 


"I've found in just a little more than a 


year in Congress that no one really con- 
trols the bureaucracy," he said. "Con- 
gress doesn't control it: the President 
doesn't control it. It just continues to 
grow like some kind of cancer. The best 
way to stop it is by cutting off funds." 


He told his audience, which included 


former 13th District Rep. Mrs. Marguer- 
ite Stitt Church, that government power 
should be concentrated locally, rather 
than on a federal level, and said the need 
for more involvement in local govern- 
ment was shown in 19B9 when only 25 per 
cent of the eligible voters participated in 
the Republican primary in which he won 
the nomination for Congress. 


"You can pet an idea of the magnitude 


of the problem when you realize there 
was such a small turnout in the best edu- 
cated and most affluent congressional 
district in the nation," he said. 


"And last year, when the voters of Illi- 


nois adopted a new Constitution, it was 
done so by only 35 per cent of the vot- 
ers."

Reif: Hike Employe Salaries Rock Cites His Experience

John (Jack) Reif believes the salaries 


of city employes should be increased to 
"retain good people and be able to draw 
good people from other communities." 


"The surplus could help everyone," 


and Reif says other service groups in the 
city including the fire department and 
park district could be given some excess 
surplus funds. 


He also suggests incorporation of fire 


district and park district, now separate 
taxing bodies, under city council jurisdic- 
tion to make the best use of the sales tax 
monies for everyone. 


"The present heads of departments 


can continue to supervise their areas of 
expertise," and Reif said the only change 
would be the increase of funds for all. 


He favors a flat 10 per cent income tax 


as the sole tax for each resident. "This 
should guarantee every individual will 
pay the same percentage of tax depend- 
ing on income." 


"IT 
WOULD DO AWAY with the 


middle man," who he says receives mon- 
ey each time there is a tax levy, such as 
persons who collect and process the 
funds. 


He is opposed to increased apartment 


construction in Rolling Meadows fearing 
the renters "don't care about their apart- 
ments" and ultimate deterioration of the 
buildings. 


"I would much sooner see single fami- 


ly dwellings in Rolling Meadows where 
people can get roots in this city." He 
said townhouses where two families live 
arc more desirable 
than 
multi-story 


apartment buildings. 


According to Reif, campaign contribu- 


tions should be made public to dis- 
courage big business from backing a 


candidate for a reason. "Let's keep hon- 
est people honest," and discourage politi- 
cal favors. 


Asked what might be done to help local 


businesses compete with the Woodfield 
Mall which is scheduled to open soon, 
Reif suggested elimination of the sign in- 
spection ordinance requiring

Meadows businesses to submit to in- 
spections and then charged for the ser- 
vice.

running on his record pledging "to do the 
best I can to make Rolling Meadows 
grow and prosper in the next four 
years." 


"I think the city council's 
record 


speaks for itself and I am proud to have 
been a part of it," Ahrens told the au- 
dience at candidate's night last week. 


As chairman of the license, police and 


health committee, he recommended the 
hiring of a full-time city sanitarian to 
help enforce health regulations. More 
recently he has been studying the situ- 
ation of the city's 16 of 20 patrolmen who 
decided to join the Combined Counties 
Police Association, a bargaining agency. 
He has made no comment on the action. 


Area Resident 
Recounts Battle 


Mr. and Mrs. H. D. Sanders knew their fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 


son, Lawrence A. Patterson, 20, was at 
the now-notorious Fire Base 6 in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of South Vietnam when it 
was overrun by enemy troops on March 
31 


They were watching television when it 


was announced that all allied troops at 
the artillery observation post had been 
killed. 


For 
11 days, they 
awaited 
con- 


firmation. 


"It was a pretty rough period," Sand- 


ers said yesterday, his voice breaking al- 
most imperceptibly and just a hint of a 
tear appearing in his eye. 


Sunday, at their home at 220 N. Dwyer 


Ave.. Arlington Heights. Sanders and his 
wife, Mary, learned that Patterson was 
one of two Americans who survived. 


They also learned that he and his fel- 


low survivor, Lt. Brian M. Thacker, 25, 
had been awarded the Silver Star, the 
nation's third highest award for valor, 
and the South Vietnamese Cross of Gal- 
lantry. 


THE LAST AMERICANS alive on the 


battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning 
his position, Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing. 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son, which arrived yesterday, 
the Sanders' reconstructed this story: 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m. on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive. Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two fcours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day. After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to abandon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position. In the meantime, enemy 


to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew. 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead. He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 
before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety. 
"Patterson wrote his parents that he 
and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way," Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 
home base (at Pleiku) and safe now." 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson 
added, 


''Your prayers and love were felt 12,000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers." 


Patterson left his studies at Arlington 


High School in September, 1969, to enlist 
in the Army. Sanders said he did not be- 
lieve the youth had any desire to go to 
Vietnam, although "he felt strongly 
about the war." 


"I JUST THINK he felt he wasn't ac- 


complishing anything and he wanted to 
find an aim for himself," said Sanders. 


After a tour of duty in Germany, 


where he completed studies for his high 
school diploma, he was sent to Vietnam 
in September with the 1st Battalion of 
the 92nd Artillery Division. 


Sanders is a retired foreign manage- 


ment consultant for Quaker Oats Co. 
His wife, Mary, is a statistician for S.T.P 
Corp. in Des Plaines. They have another 
son, Norman, a sergeant in the U.S. Air 
Force stationed in Hawaii. 


Ahrens has said he will not vote for 


any additional apartment project in Roll- 
ing Meadows unless it can be proven to 
be in the best interests of the city. He 
said he feels the city has an adequate 
number at this time. 


When asked what action could be taken 


to help local merchants compete with 
Woodfield Mall, he said the chamber of 
commerce should direct the campaign to 
keep retail business here. 


City help to business should be limited, 


Ahrens said but he did suggest improve- 
ments of entrances and exits into the 
shopping centers on Kirchoff Road. With 
the advent of Woodfield Mall, "maybe 
merchants on both sides of the street can 
get together." 


He has served on the public informa- 


tion and education committee and is a 
member of the special committee to 
study the expansion of city hall, an ex- 
pansion which he voted for.

Prior to the referendum date, Gould 


said, brochures explaining the referen- 
dum will be mailed to the community's 
residents. A door-to-door campaign and 
an open house at the fire station are also 
planned. 


Apartment 
Complex 
Plan Heard 


Wheeling's plan commission Thursday 


heard plans for a 244-unit 
apartment 


complex to be built on the south side of 
Hintz Road between Windy Lane and 
Cornell Avenue. 


George Manda, owner of the property, 


told the plan commissioners the property 
would be divided into four-separate lots 
with a 6l-unit apartment building on 
each 


The property was annexed to the vil- 


lage two years ago and rezoned for mul- 
tiple-family development (R-4). 


Manda told the plan commission there 


would be 12 two-bedroom apartments 
and the rest would be one-bedroom. The 
village had limited the number of two 
bedroom apartments to 10 per cent of the 
total number of units when it granted 
him the zoning. 


The development will have three-story 


buildings with elevators. A swimming 
pool will also be included in the complex. 


Manda told the plan commission that 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernle Koeppen had 
approved the layout for the project. 


He said the development, to be called 


Chalet Apartments, would have approxi- 
mate rentals of $195 monthly for a one 
bedroom apartment and $250 monthly iir 
a two-bedroom apartment. 


Manda said he would contact officials 


from School Dist. 23 about the project. 


Finn commissioners questioned wheth- 


er Manda might need rezoning for the 
property as a planned development be- 
cause of its unusual "L" shape, but act- 
ing director of planning Michael Valenza 
said Manda wanted to develop the land 
with R-4 zoning 


The plan commission Thursday re- 


fprred the plat of the project to village 
planner Thompson Dyke for study and 
continued the discussions on the devel- 
opment until April 22. 


"THIS IS THE first bond referendum 


the department has ever proposed," 
Gould said, "We have tried to get along 
with what we have had up to this point 
but, it's getting difficult to train men 
without proper facilities." 


Gould said the extra cost to taxpayers 


would be about $1.50 per $1,000 assessed 
valuation. He estimated this would be an 
annual tax increase of about $12 for the 
average home in Prospect Heights, as- 
sessed at $7,500. According to Gould, the 
bonds would be paid off in 15 years in- 
stead of the customary 20, resulting in a 
savings on interest payments.

And additional $71,000 will be 
used to buy a squad car and pumper 
truck and to pay the $16,000 debt, still 
owed on a pumper truck bought in 1968. 


PRELIMINARY PLANS for the addi- 


tion include space for at least six ve- 
hicles. The architect has proposed re- 
modeling the present 2.175-square-foot 
b u i 1 d i ng 
for office and workroom 


space. The area will include a firemen's 
office, a lobby, a radio control room, a 
chief office, an officers' room, a kitchen 
and sleeping quarters. A maintenance 
room, storage room,6 hose drying tower 
and meeting room are also included in 
the building plans. 


To build an addition to the present sta- 


tion, an alley along the east side of the 
building will have to be relocated. The 
district's attorney is now negotiating 
with the owners of the Old Town Shop- 
ping Center to relocate the alley, and 
with the owner of a house east of the 
alley. 


At earlier 
meetings 
the district's 


trustees had discussed building a second 
station at another site in the district. 
This was ruled out, however, in favor of 
the addition, because construction of a 
new station would be "too expensive," 
they said.

District Board, Max Lyle would like to 
create a better public image for the dis- 
trict. 


"When you talk to people about the 


park district they tend to be 'non-com- 
mittal'," said Lyle, a controller and ac- 
counting manager for several companies. 
"The park board is a little lax in commu- 
nicating with the public. With better pub- 
lic relations I think they could have a 
better public image." 


A good public image is essential ac- 


cording to Lyle if the park board wants a 
good monetary response from the public. 
And the board may eventually have to 
ask for more money from the public in a 
referendum, said Lyle, if the district is 


to expand. 


"Some people in the community be- 


lieve every public activity should be self 
supporting. But it is going to cost people 
money if they want leisure activities." 


"I WOULD LIKE to see more park 


programs offered to teenagers and senior 
citizens. We have a lot of senior citizens 


in the community and I think they should 
receive more emphasis from the park 
district. And teens, at that awkward age, 
need park activities." 


But an indoor facility is necessary to 


provide a lot of programs for teens and 
senior citizens, according to Lyle. He 
suggested that the district hold a referen- 
dum to raise funds for the facility or else 
join other civic groups in raising funds. 
"It might be an advantage to have the 
park district office, school district office 
and other public bodies housed in one 
community building." 


In the area of development, Lyle be- 


lieves the-park board should concentrate 
more on the smaller neighborhood parks. 
"I think the park board has done an ex- 
cellent job in developing parks, but I 
don't think they should put all their eggs 
in one basket. Most of the district activi- 
ties are now centered at Lions Park. 


"IT DOESN'T COST A LOT to equip 


the small neighborhood parks," added 
Lyle. "I think the district should continue 


to develop the larger sites, such as the 
John Muir School and the Dwight Eisen- 
hower School sites. But at the same time 
the district can provide some equipment 
at the smaller sites." 


Expansion of both programs and devel- 


opment is limited because of a shortage 
of funds, according to Lyle. He termed 
the board's spending practices "cautious. 
The board has handled their financial 
matters very diligently. Perhaps they 
have not been as creative in their spend- 
ing as possible. Part of this might have 
been due to a fear of a public uprising." 


Financial matters constitute one area 


in which Lyle believes he can be espe- 
cially helpful, because of his occupation 
in that area. 


Merger with another park district 


should be considered as a way to ease 
the tight financial status of the district, 
according to Lyle. "And if Prospect 
H e i g h t s incorporates, the district's 
boundaries may be extended to encom- 
pass the new corporate limits." 


'Sesame Street' A Positive Influence 


Kindergarten children in Dist. 23 who 


have watched the television show, "Se- 
same Street," are setting new achieve- 
ment records, according to Dist. 23 Supt. 
Edward Grodsky. 


Grodsky told board members at a 


meeting a study he has made in the dis- 
trict showed the "Sesame graduates" 
seem to be brighter than past kindergar- 
ten students.

vertising techniques to teach 3 to 5 year 
olds basic skills such as the alphabet, 
counting, recognition of numbers and let- 
ters, and understanding concepts such as 
shapes and sizes," said Grodsky. "The 
children also seem to have a different 
attitude about school as if they have al- 
ready learned what school is for and 
what to do there." 


GRODSKY SAID district kindergarten 


teachers reported their students this 
year are able to "name and recognhe 
shapes, numerals, letters and colors. Im- 
provement in this area was particularly 
evidenced in the beginning weeks of 
school when shapes were presented." 


The teachers also reported "there is an 


indication the students have an easier 
adjustment for reading readiness activi- 
ties due to the similarity of some of 
these activities to things that are done on 
the show." 


The teachers concluded many of the 


children are watching the show often be- 
cause "they continue to bring in 'Sesame 


Street' books and records." 


Grodsky said he plans to continue to 


study the effects of the program, possi- 
bly using a control group. "Comparing a 
control group, which would be able to 
watch the program on a regular basis 
within our schools, with another group, 
which would not watch the program dur- 
ing school time, would be one way of de- 
termining the value of the program." 


"I WILL BE talking with our curricu- 


lum groups in the near future to see if it 
is feasible to set up control groups in 
each school," added Grodsky. 


Mrs. Roger Wingert, who designed a 


survey used in the district last year to 
test the effect of the program, objected 
to Grodsky's proposal. She said, "it 
would be difficult to make such a study 
accurate because you wouldn't know if 
the students were watching the program 
at home."

Richard Monroe Is running for village 


trustee because he needs the money. 


"Sure At $15 a meeting, two regular 


board meetings a month — that's $30," 
he explained. 


A I'hough the 45-year-old candidate is 


only kidding about the salary, he's 
serious about the office. 


Monroe, the eldest statesman on the 


United Village Party ticket, has a sense 
of humor. He puts the mojcle back in de- 
mocracy, with suggestions such as a 
"Small-Town Politician" award. 


A xording to Monroe, this award would 


be presented annually by the collective 
pre»i to the elected official voted most 
"obstructionist to inter-governmental co- 
operation." 


He warns that II elected officials of 


neighboring communities don't set aside 
petty jealousies and provide the re- 
sources necessary to solve area-wide 
problems such as traffic, transportation 
and flooding — then "we'll pass the prob- 
lems of the sixties into the 1980s." 


MONROE, WHO SERVED as village 


clerk from 1966 to 1969. also calls a spade 
a spade "To truly solve the traffic prob- 
lem, one must either completely elimi- 
nate automobiles or businesses from the 
downtown district. . any relief requires 
cooperation, hard work, imagination and 
trial-and-error between both merchants 
and government 


"Bickering and buck passing will not 


unsnarl traffic jams, or ring cash regis- 
ters." he explains openly. 


According to Monroe, maintenance of 


the downtown business district is of gen- 
eral concern to most of the residents 


"As it has been for years, traffic prob-

lems will continue to exist until we rede- 
velop the area and provide adequate 
off- 


street parking. Relocation of the railroad 
station is one possibility, but problems 
exist here, too." 


Monroe, who waged his campaign for 


village clerk six years ago. said most of 
the complaints from residents seem the 
same. The problems haven't changed. 
Everyone is concerned about zoning, 
high-rise development, low-cost housing, 
t r a f f i c , transportation, flooding and 
taxes. 


TRUE TO CHARACTER, Monroe isn't 


beating around the bush in his discussion 
of village taxes. "I'd be kidding residents 
if I told them their taxes will go down 
when I'm elected to office. 


"In the past few years, the village has 


closed its eyes to the fact there's a need 
for taxation Our revenue is currently 
based on sales tax, and it's about time 
we begin seriously thinking about other 
sources of revenue. We can't live off 
S a n d h u r s t forever, especially when 
Woodfield Mall (Schaumburg) opens this 
fall," he explained. 


"Frankly, I'm very concerned about 


the economic repercussions of the new 
shopping center. If our sales tax revenue 
from Randhurst remains the same, it'll 
only be because of inflation. That's why 
we've got to annex properties south of 
the village in an effort to offset the tax 
burden on homeowners." 


Finding a village manager is another 


top-priority project as far as Monroe is 
concerned. "The climate Is right for a 
professional village manager. Let's give 
him the salary and enough rope to hang 
himself if he doesn't perform. In the 
past, village managers have been treated 
as nothing more than errand boys be- 
tween departments. 


"Let's give him $20,000 a year for 


openers, and the necessary authority. We 
very definitely need a village manager 
because we're missing the glue to bring 
this town together. Everyone's working 
hard but we're not doing the job," he 
said. 


"THERE ARE NO short-term prob- 


lems in Mount Prospect, and we need a 
village manager who's interested in sol- 
ving these problems not just seeking an 
immediate challenge. If he wants a chal- 
lenge, then let him climb Mount Ever- 
est." 


Monroe is seeking election Tuesday 


with teammates Kenneth Scholten and 
George Anderson. From his point of view 
there are three 4-year terms available 
for men who don't mince words. 


The slate's senior member and season- 


ed public official lives with his wife, Lil- 
lian, at 1901 Bonita Dr. The Monroes 
have two children: Carol, 14, and John, 
14 — both students at Forest View High 
School in Arlington Heights. 


Township Meeting Tonight 


The annual Elk Grove Township meet-

This year the meeting will be used to 


read the annual reports, according to 
William Rohlwing, township supervisor 
The reports include the town fund, town 
fund No 2 i monies not received from a 2 
per cent tax allotment), road and bridge 
fund, general assistance fund, and sewer 
fund 


Last Tuesday the town board of audi- 


tor-) held a hearing on the $196,012 town 
fund and SSfl.HOO welfare fund budget and 
approved it unanimously. 


The budget, which was $20,000 less in 


the town fund and $10,000 less in the wel- 
fare fund, was not questioned by the 10 
township residents present at the hear- 
ing. 


THE BUDGET includes a $16,200 pro- 


vision for a tax collector Last year the 
courts ruled the 2 per cent collection 
commission was unconstitutional, thus 
eliminating the tax collector position. 


However, there is a bill in the House of 


Representatives to replace the position of 
township tax collector. 


"We have allowed for it in case it was 


reinstated by the state. If it is not rein- 
stated, then the money will not be ex- 
pended," George Busse, town clerk, said 


The budget also included $10,000 for the 


Township Youth Commission, $8,000 less 
than budgeted the year before. 


A request by Elk Grove Village Com- 


munity Service, seeking the aid of a 
township youth worker, was informally 
approved by the board of auditors at the 
meeting. If a worker is hired to work 
with problem youth, his salary would be 
supplied under the $10,000 allotted for the 
Township Youth Commission 


Auditor Arthur Stevens Jr., in charge 


of the commission, said the $10,000 had

Richard Hendricks terms himself "a 


village board watchdog for the last two 
years." Now, however, he's ready to join 
the board. 


Hendricks, 34, of 1537 E. Emmerson 


Ln., is running as an independent candi- 
date for one of the three village board 
posts to be decided by the voters in next 
week's election. He is employed by Illi- 
nois Tools Works in its research and de- 
velopment department. 


Hendricks stresses the word "indepen- 


dent." He said, "I'm just trying to give 
people an independent view" on the vil- 
lage board. 


Hendricks admitted he had considered 


becoming a member of a candidates' 
slate, "but decided to go on my own." 
Formation of a slate had been discussed 
between him and incumbent trustee 
Lloyd Norris, also a candidate in the cur- 
rent election. But, said Hendricks, "it 
didn't finalize." 


Hendricks' campaign thus far has 


consisted mainly of coffee nights and 
"ringing on doorbells — two precincts 
per weekend." 


THOUGH HE DESCRIBES his cam- 


paign as "going great," he admits he 
considers himself a 100 to one "under- 
dog" in the election. He feels he is "up 
against tremendous odds" in opposing 
the three-man United Village Party slate 
and incumbent Norris. 


During the campaign the fact that 


Hendricks lives relatively close to Daniel 
Ahern, another trustee, has been brought 
out by Joseph Grittani, United Village 
Party campaign manager. Grittani has 
said he "objects bitterly" to having two 
trustees from the same general area. 


Hendricks said the "objection" was not 


unexpected: "I had anticipated this." 
Maintaining geography should not be a 
factor in the upcoming election, he said, 
"If you have two interested men from 
the same area, why let Mount Prospect 
suffer?" He went on to say that two of 
the United Village Party candidates 
"live within three blocks of each other — 
though in different distinct sections " 


Hendricks' claim of being a "village 


board watchdog for two years" stems 
from his attending the board meetings 
for the last two years. 


HIS INTEREST in the village came in 


part as a result of his participation in the

Area Resident 
Recounts Battle 


Mr and Mrs H. D Sanders knew their 


son. Lawrence A. Patterson. 20, was at 
the now-notorious Fire Base 6 in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of South Vietnam when it 
was overrun by enemy troops on March 
31 


They were watching television when it 


was announced that all allied troops at 
the artillery observation port had been 
killed 


For 
II days, they awaited con- 


firmation. 


"It was a pretty rough period." Sand- 


ers said yesterday, his voice breaking al- 
most imperceptibly and just a hint of a 
tear appearing in his eye. 


Sunday, at their home at 220 N Dwyer 


Ave . Arlington Heights, Sanders and his 
wife. Mary, learned that Patterson was 
one of two Americans who survived. 


They also learned that he and his fel- 


low survivor. Lt Brian M. Thacker, 25, 
had been awarded the Silver Star, the 
nation's third highest award for valor, 
and the South Vietnamese Cross of Gal- 
lantry 


THE LAST AMERICANS alive on the 


battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning 
his position. Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing. 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son. which arrived yesterday, 
the Sanders' reconstructed this story: 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to abandon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position. In the meantime, enemy 


fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew. 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 
before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety 
"Patterson wrote his parents that he 
and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
Jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way." Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 
home base (at Pleiku) and safe now " 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson added, 
1 Your prayers and love were felt 12,000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers." 


Patterson left his studies at Arlington 


High School in September, 1969, to enlist 
in the Army Sanders said he did not be- 
lieve the youth had any desire to go to 
Vietnam, although "he felt strongly 
about the war." 


-I JUST THINK he felt he wasn't ac- 


complishing anything and he wanted to 
find an aim for himself," said Sanders. 


After a tour of duty in Germany, 


where he completed studies for his high 
school diploma, he was sent to Vietnam 
in September with the 1st Battalion of 
the 92nd Artillery Division. 


Sanders is a retired foreign manage- 


ment consultant for Quaker Oats Co. 
His wife, Mary, is a statistician for S.T.P 
Corp. in Des Plaines. They have another 
son, Norman, a sergeant in the U.S. Air 
Force stationed in Hawaii. 


Norris Lashes 
Out Against 
Opposition 


In a letter to the Herald Lloyd Norris, 


an incumbent trustee seeking another 
term, lashed out against the three United 
Village Party candidates, their campaign 
manager Joe Grittani and Mayor Robert 
Teichert. 


At a meeting of the Mount Prospect 


Extensioneers last month, Grittani de- 
scribed Norris as a "do-nothing trustee 
who doesn't do his homework." Now, 
Norris is challenging "the campaign 
manager of the United for Teichert Par- 
ty ticket" to substantiate the charge. 


"How 
does he come to this conclusion 


when he has attended only a few board 
meetings during the past two years? The 
candidates on his ticket wouldn't know 
because they didn't start to attend board 
meetings until about a month ago," Nor- 
ris said. 


NORRIS ADDED more fuel to the fire 


by charging Teichert wants a rubber- 
stamp village board — "trustees who 
will vote his way. He and Grittani will do 
all they can to keep out an independent 
trustee who is not obligated to follow the 
leash of his leader." 


"The fact that Grittam was appalled 


that two people might be elected from 
the same area perhaps is more appalling 
because they aren't Grittani-Teichert 
men. 
He doesn't mention the fact that 


two of his candidates live within blocks 
of each other. When the shoe is on the 
other foot, it doesn't pinch as much," 
Norris said. 


Grittani had told the Extensioneers 


that he "objects bitterly to having two 
representatives on the village board 
from the same subdivision." Richard 
Hendricks, also an independent candi- 
date for village trustee, and Trustee 
Daniel Ahern both live in Fairview Gar- 
dens subdivision. 


Norris and Hendricks are competing 


against UVP candidates George Ander- 
son, Richard Monroe and Kenneth Schol- 
ten. Three of the five candidates will be 
elected to serve four-year terms on the 
board.

Slight Tax 
Hike OK'd 
By Auditors 


Wheeling Township taxpayers will pay 


slightly more next year to finance their 
township's activities. 


Last night the township's governing 


board, the board of auditors, approved a 
total tax levy of $211,561. According to 
Marshall Theroux, township assessor, 
this will result in an estimated tax rate 
of about 4 8 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. Currently the rate is 3.7 cents, ac- 
cording to Ethel Kolerus, township su- 
pervisor. 


The increase results from a township 


budget for next year that is almost 33 
per cent higher than this year's. The 
auditors also approved the budget last 
night, following a public hearing on the 
matter held earlier in the evening. 


Next year's total budget is $211,561, or 


$51,870 higher than the current budget. 
This includes $165,451 for the general 
fund and $46,110 in the general assistance 
fund. The town fund sum is $43,485 high- 
er than the current amount. The general 
assistance budget has been increased by 
$8,385. 


MRS. 
KOLERUS attributed the in- 


creases to what she said were the unex- 
pectedly high costs of the recent town- 
ship mental health referendum and to 
the interest owed on the township's tax 
anticipation warrants (loans that will be 
paid when the township receives its 
taxes). 


This marks the first year the town- 


ship's auditors rather than registered 
voters have approved the budget and tax 
levy. Mrs. Kolerus, in explaining this 
was the result of state legislation, 
termed it a "step forward," saving that 
previously^ the budgeting was done "by 
pressure groups." 


Voter approval of the budget was ac- 


complished each year during the annual 
township electors' (registered voters) 
meeting. Though this is no longer the 
case, the annual meeting will never- 
theless be held this year. 


The meeting is set for 8 tonight at Her- 


High School, 1900 E. Thomas St. 


Fairview 
Gardens Civic Association. 


Hendricks has been a member of that 
homeowners association since 1967 before 
the area was a part of Mount Prospect. 
He served on the homeowners' group an- 
nexation committee when the area be- 
came a part of the village. In the years 
since annexation, he has served as vice 
president and then president of the asso- 
ciation. 


Hendricks wasted little time in becom- 


ing involved in village affairs after he 
officially became a Mount Prospect resi- 
dent. He worked for Mayor Dan Con- 
greve during Congreve's unsuccessful re- 
election bid two years ago and he also 
worked in behalf of Ahern's campaign. 


And this election, Hendricks can count 


former Congreve backers among his 
workers. But, he pointed out "I'm not 
associated with any particular group." 


Hendricks' opinions on the current vil- 


lage administration and village board in- 
clude both kudos and criticisms. He com- 
mended Mayor Robert Teichert for in- 
itiating the Community Action Plan, a 
project to deal with drug use and abuse 
in the community.

Widening of Weller Creek between 


Mount Prospect Road and School street 
15 scheduled to be underway by the end 
of May 


Village officials must submit the final 


paperwork on the project to the Illinois 
Division of Highways by this weekend to 
ensure the beginning of construction next 
month. 


According to John Guillou. chief engi- 


neer for the Illinois Division of High- 
ways, work on the creek must be com- 
pleted by Aug. 15 because the state ap- 
propriated the funds for use within the 
1970-71 fiscal year. If the deadline is not 
met, the funds will have to be reappro- 
priated. 


LAST MINUTE paperwork needed to 


secure temporary and permanent rights- 
of-way along the creek must be corn- 
by this weekend. 


Temporary and permanent easements 


on five parcels of property will be 
needed in order to begin work on widen- 
ing the creek between Mount Prospect 
Road and School street, which is the first 
phase of stage IV of the state project. 
The second and final phase of State IV 
will be the widening of Weller Creek be- 
tween School Street and Elmhurst Road 


Permission for 30-foot permanent and 


25-foot temporary easements has been 
secured on the parcel of property owned 
bv School Dist. 57 west of Golfhurst sub- 
division and on a triangular tract of va- 
cant land on the south side of the creek 
between School and Owen streets. This 
vacant tract was purchased by the vil- 
lage this year for the creek project. 


Permanent and temporary easements 


on three parcels of land within the corpo- 
rate limits of Des Plaines must also be 
secured before construction can begin 
next month 


THE TEMPORARY easements will be 


used to accommodate workmen and 
equipment during construction, and once 
this phase of the project is completed, 
the temporary easements will be re- 


turned to the property owners and the 
grounds restored. 


Bushes, shrubs and grass will be re- 


stored upon completion of the project. 
However, any trees which must be re- 
moved to allow for construction will not 
be replaced. 


Once the project is completed, the top 


of the creek will be 60-feet wide and the 
base will be 20-feet wide. The bottom of 
the creek will be notched with a 5%-foot 
wide low-flow channel with a secondary 
bottom about 14'? feet wide and located 
three feet above the low flow channel. 


According to the plans, the creek will 


flow for themost part in the channel. The 
second level will be used for maintaining 
the creek, such as cleaning debris 
from the channel and cutting the grass 
which will be planted on the slopes of the 
creek and on the second level. 


The capacity of the creek will be 


doubled upon completion of the project. 


Widening of the creek between School 


Streed and Elmhurst Road is scheduled 
for construction next summer. 


Guillou said he hopes to advertise for 


bids on the project no later than April 20. 
The bid opening is expected to be held 
May 20 with the contract for the project 
awarded no later than May 24.

Panczyk, 
509 S. Albert St., received 339 and Link- 
man, 508 N. Elmhurst Ave. trailed with 
238 votes. 


The winners received most support in 


the precincts near their homes. Mrs. 
Freund captured 243 votes at the Fair- 
view School polls, 300 N. Fairview Ave. 
Novy topped the count at Lions Park 
School polls, 30 E. Council Tr., with 248 
votes. 


AT FAIRVIEW, Novy received 213 


votes. Linkman followed with 100 and 
Panczyk got 96. At Lions Park, also Pan- 
czyk's home precinct, Panczyk received 


124 votes, Mrs. Freund netted 189 votes 
and Linkman got 42 votes. 


In the voting at Lincoln Junior High 


School, 700 W. Lincoln St., Mrs. Freund 
led the other candidates with 221 votes.

Richard Monroe is running for village 


trustee because he needs the money. 


"Sure At $15 a meeting, two regular 


board meetings a month — that's $30," 
he explained 


Although the 45-year-old candidate is 


only kidding about the salary, he's 
serious about the office. 


Monroe, the eldest statesman on the 


United Village Party ticket, has a sense 
of humor. He puts the moxie back in de- 
mocracy, with tuggestions such as a 
"Small-Town Politician" award. 


According to Monroe, this award would 


be presented annually by the collective 
press to the elected official voted most 
"obstructionist to inter-governmental co- 
operation." 


He warns that if elecM officials of 


neighboring communities don't set aside 
petty jealousies and provide the re- 
sources necessary to solve area-wide 
problems such as traffic, transportation 
and flooding — then "we'll pass the prob- 
lems of the sixties into the 1960s." 


MONROE. WHO SERVED as village 


clerk from 196S to 1969. also calls a spade 
a spade- "To truly solve the traffic prob- 
lem, one must either completely elimi- 
nate automobiles or businesses from the 
downtown district. . . any relief requires 
cooperation, hard work. Imagination and 
trial-and-error between both merchants 
and government. 


"Bickering and buck passing will not 


unsnarl traffic jams, or ring cash regis- 
ters," he explains openly. 


According to Monroe, maintenance of 


the downtown business district is of gen- 
eral concern to most of the residents. 


"As it has been for years, traffic prob-

lems will continue to exist until we rede- 
velop the area and provide adequate off- 
street parking. Relocation of the railroad 
station is one possibility, but problems 
exist here, too." 


Monroe, who waged his campaign for 


village clerk six years ago, said most of 
the complaints from residents seem the 
same. The problems haven't changed. 
Everyone is concerned about zoning, 
high-rise development, low-cost housing, 
t r a f f i c , transportation, flooding and 
taxes. 


TRUE TO CHARACTER, Monroe isn't 


beating around the bush in his discussion 
of village taxes "I'd be kidding residents 
if I told them their taxes will go down 
when I'm elected to office. 


"In the past few years, the village has 


closed its eyes to the fact there's a need 
for taxation. Our revenue is currently 
based on sales tax, and it's about time 
we begin seriously thinking about other 
sources of revenue. We can't live off 
R a n d h u r s t forever, especially when 
Woodfield Mall (Schaumburg) opens this 
fall," he explained. 


"Frankly, I'm very concerned about 


the economic repercussions of the new 
shopping center. If our sales tax revenue 
from Randhurst remains the same, it'll 
only be because of inflation. That's why 
we've got to annex properties south of 
the village in an effort to offset the tax 
burden on homeowners." 


Finding a village manager is another 


top-priority project as far as Monroe is 
concerned. "The climate is right for a 
professional village manager. Let's give 
him the salary and enough rope to hang 
himself if he doesn't perform. In the 
past, village managers have been treated 
as nothing more than errand boys be- 
tween departments. 


"Let's give him $20,000 a year for 


openers, and the necessary authority. We 
very definitely need a village manager 
because we're missing the glue to bring 
this town together. Everyone's working 
hard but we're not doing the job," he 
said. 


"THERE ARE NO short-term prob- 


lems in Mount Prospect, and we need a 
village manager who's interested in sol- 
ving these problems not just seeking an 
immediate challenge. If he wants a chal- 
lenge, then let him climb Mount Ever- 
est." 


Monroe is seeking election Tuesday 


with teammates Kenneth Scholten and 
George Anderson. From his point of view 
there are three 4-year terms available 
for men who don't mince words. 


The slate's senior member and season- 


ed public official lives with his wife, Lil- 
lian, at 1901 Bonita Dr. The Monroes 
have two children: Carol, 14, and John, 
14 — both students at Forest View High 
School in Arlington Heights.

Norris Lashes 
Out Against 
Opposition 


Area Resident 
Recounts Battle 


Mr and Mrs H. 0. Sanders knew their 


son. 
Lawrence A. Patterson, 20, was at 


the now-notorious Fire Base 6 in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of South Vietnam when it 
was overrun by enemy troops on March 
31 


The> were watrhing television when it 


was announced that all allied troops at 
the artillery observation post had been 
killed 


For 
11 days, they awaited con- 


firmation. 


"It was a pretty rough period," Sand- 


ers said yesterday, his voice breaking al- 
most imperceptibly and Just a hint of a 
tear appearing in his eye. 


Sunday, at their home at 220 N. Dwyer 


Ave , Arlington Heights, Sanders and his 
wife. Mary, learned that Patterson was 
one of two Americans who survived. 


They also learned that he and his fel- 


low survivor. Lt Brian M. Thacker, 25, 
had been awarded the Silver Star, the 
nation's third highest award for valor, 
and the South Vietnamese Cross of Gal- 
lantry 


THE LAST AMERICANS alive on the 


battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning 
his position, Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing. 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son. which arrived yesterday, 
the Sanders' reconstructed this story: 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
baa« near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m. on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive Patterson wrote hl» parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day. After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to •bindon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position. In the meantime, enemy 


fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew. 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead. He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 
before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety. 
"Patterson wrote his parents that he 
and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
Jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way," 
Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 


home base (at Pleiku) and safe now." 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson 
added, 


' Your prayers and love were felt 12,000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers." 


Patterson left his studies at Arlington 


High School in September, 1969, to enlist 
in the Army. Sanders said he did not be- 
lieve the youth had any desire to go to 
Vietnam, although "he felt strongly 
about the war." 


-I JUST THINK he felt he wasn't ac- 


complishing anything and he wanted to 
find an aim for himself," said Sanders. 


After a tour of duty in Germany, 


where he completed studies for his high 
school diploma, he was sent to Vietnam 
in September with the 1st Battalion of 
the 92nd Artillery Division. 


Sanders is a retired foreign manage- 


ment consultant for Quaker Oats Co. 
His wife, Mary, is a statistician for S.T.P 
Corp, in Des Plaines. They have another 
son, Norman, a sergeant in the U.S. Air 
Force stationed in Hawaii. 


In a letter to the Herald Lloyd Norris, 


an incumbent trustee seeking another 
term, lashed out against the three United 
Village Party candidates, their campaign 
manager Joe Grittani and Mayor Robert 
Teichert. 


At a meeting of the Mount Prospect 


Extensioneers last month, Grittani de- 
scribed Norris as a "do-nothing trustee 
who doesn't do his homework." Now, 
Norris is challenging "the campaign 
manager of the United for Teichert Par- 
ty ticket" to substantiate the charge. 


"How 
does he come to this conclusion 


when he has attended only a few board 
meetings during the past two years? The 
candidates on his ticket wouldn't know 
because they didn't start to attend board 
meetings until about a month ago," Nor- 
ris said. 


NORRIS ADDED more fuel to the fire 


by charging Teichert wants a rubber- 
stamp village board — "trustees who 
will vote his way. He and Grittani will do 
all they can to keep out an independent 
trustee who is not obligated to follow the 
leash of his leader." 


"The fact that Grittani was appalled 


that two people might be elected from 
the same area perhaps is more appalling 
because they aren't 
Grittani-Teichert 


men. 
He doesn't mention the fact that

He feels he is "up 
against tremendous odds" in opposing 
the three-man United Village Party slate 
and incumbent Norris. 


During the campaign the fact that 


Hendricks lives relatively close to Daniel 
Ahern, another trustee, has been brought 
out by Joseph Grittani, United Village 
Party campaign manager. Grittani has 
said he "objects bitterly" to having two 
trustees from the same general area. 


Hendricks said the "objection" was not 


unexpected: "I had anticipated this."

Mr. and Mrs. H. D Sanders knew their 


son. Lawrence A. Patterson, 20, was at 
the now notorious Fire Base 6 in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of South Vietnam when it 
was overrun by enemy troops on March 
31 


They were watching television when it 


was announced that all allied troops at 
the artillery observation post had been 
killed 


For 
II days, they awaited con- 


firmation. 


"ft was a pretty rough period," Sand- 


ers said yesterday, his voice breaking al- 
most imperceptibly and just a hint of a 
tear appearing in his eye. 


Sunday, at their home at 220 N. Dwyer 


Ave., Arlington Heights. Sanders and his 
wife. Mary, learned that Patterson was 
one of two Americans who survived. 


They also learned that he and his fel- 


low survivor, Lt. Brian M. Thacker, 25, 
had been awarded the Silver Star, the 
nation's third highest award for valor, 
and the South Vietnamese Cross of Gal- 
lantry 


THE LAST AMERICANS alive on the 


battered hilltop, both Patterson and Tha- 
cker radioed for artillery strikes on their 
own position in a last-ditch attempt to 
turn back the enemy. Finally abandoning

his position, Patterson helped rescue a 
downed helicopter crew before fleeing. 


From news dispatches and a letter 


from their son, which arrived yesterday, 
the Sanders' reconstructed this story: 


Patterson and Thacker were among 


six Americans accompanying South Viet- 
namese troops as advisers at the fire 
base near the Laotian border, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 


At about 5 a.m. on March 31, they were 


hit by a vicious North Vietnamese offen- 
sive. Patterson wrote his parents that 
the other four Americans were killed in 
the first two hours of battle. 


Aided by artillery strikes directed by 


Patterson and Thacker, the allied forces 
withstood the offensive throughout the 
day. After 12 hours of battle, Patterson 
wrote, "we were forced to abandon the 
hill." 


But first, he made his way to the radio 


and called for an artillery barrage on his 
own position. In the meantime, enemy 
fire, downed a U.S. helicopter attempting 
to pick up allied troops and Patterson 
went to the aid of the crew. 


AFTER HELPING the seven crewmen 


— two of whom were wounded, from the 
aircraft — Patterson returned to the ra- 
dio, now manned by Thacker. He urged 
the lieutenant to flee, and then led the 
crewmen through sniper fire and "five or 
six ambushes" to cover in the jungle. 


Patterson's letter indicated he believed 


Thacker to be dead. He learned that af- 
ter the last radio message, Thacker 
waited until a final artillery barrage was 
"on the way" and then also fled safely, 
He wandered in the jungle for nine days 
before being found by a helicopter crew 
and lifted to safety. 


Patterson wrote his parents that he 


and the helicopter crew "walked in the 
jungle for two or three hours before 
being rescued by choppers." 


"I am well and unharmed in any 


way," Patterson wrote. "I'm back on my 
home base (at Pleiku) and safe now." 


Described by his father as "not par- 


ticularly religious," Patterson 
added, 


''Your prayers and love were felt 12,000 
miles away and your son lives to prove 
it." 


He then ended the brief letter, noting, 


"I have letters to write to my friends' 
mothers." 


Patterson left his studies at Arlington 


High School in September, 1969, to enlist 
in the Army. Sanders said he did not be- 
lieve the youth had any desire to go to 
Vietnam, although "he felt strongly 
about the war." 


"I JUST THINK he felt he wasn't ac- 


complishing anything and he wanted to 
find an aim for himself," said Sanders. 


After a tour of duty in Germany, 


where he completed studies for his high 
school diploma, he was sent to Vietnam 
in September with the 1st Battalion of 
the 92nd Artillery Division. 


Sanders is a retired foreign manage- 


ment consultant for Quaker Oats Co. 
His wife, Mary, is a statistician for S.T.P 
Corp. in Des Plaines. They have another 
son, Norman, a sergeant in the U.S. Air 
Force stationed in Hawaii. 


Undeveloped Park Land To B<; Garden Plots 
Capulli: Open Space Important Too

Trail and Bclmont Avenue which is about 
three blocks north of Golf Road and 
about two blocks east of Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


CAPULLI HOPES this year's adven- 


ture will be the beginning of a "farm 
park" which someday may include a 
barn, a few domestic farm animals and 
other earthy items. 


The gardeners will be allowed to plant 


whatever they want and will provide 
their own equipment, seeds and labor. 
Capulli said the land in the area used to 
be farmed and is rich soil. He plans to 
have a sample of the soil tested to see if 
it needs any nutriments. 


Christopher Edginton, recreation su- 


pervisor, will be handling the promotion 
of the program and assignment of specif- 
ic plots. He said he feels the project will 
provide "a common link with our past 
heritage" of being a predominantly 
farming country. 


The park district will assign plots to

Crane: 'Galley 
Sentence Severe' 


U. S. Rep Philip M. Crane, R-13th. 


said Monday the U.S. Army Court Mar- 
tial's life imprisonment sentence for Lt. 
William Galley "was vastly too severe" 
and added that it is "absolutely bizarre" 
to think that Calley could have carefully 
premeditated the civilian murders he 
was recently convicted of. 


Crane, speaking at the annual luncheon 


of the 13th District Republican Woman's 
Club in Arlington Heights, said he agrees 
with his brother, David, a psychiatrist 
who analyzed Calley and testified in his 
court martial, that Calley was not com- 
petent to plan the actions for which the 
Army accused and convicted him.

Crane discussed a variety of topics in 


his hour-long speech to the GOP women, 
including the President's proposed reve- 
nue sharing program and the lack of in- 
terest and involvement by citizens in 
government and politics. 


He said he is giving "qualified sup- 


port" to revenue sharing because he sees 
it as an improvement over present meth- 
ods of federal grants. 


"The ideal thing would be for the fed- 


eral government to cut back its spending 
and then cut back taxes," he said. "But I 
don't think that's very likely to happen in 
the foreseeable future." 


He said the President's general revenue 


sharing program will consolidate more 
than 130 different grant programs into 
six programs, which will result in more 
economy and more efficiency. 


"I think this will also result in more 


participation and more responsibility in 
the decision-making process at the local 
level," he said. 


Crane said he was unsure of the 


chance for passage of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because there are many in 
Congress who feel that local govern- 
ments are too insensitive to the real 
problems, and also that local govern- 
ments are too irresponsible " 


One advantage of revenue sharing, he 


said, is that it would be a step toward 
dismantling the federal bureaucracy by 
putting more power in the hands of local 
officials. 


"I've found in just a little more than a 


year in Congress that no one really con- 
trols the bureaucracy," he said. "Con- 
gress doesn't control it; the President 
doesn't control it. It just continues to 
grow like some kind of cancer. The best 
way to stop it is by cutting off funds." 


He told his audience, which included 


former 13th District Rep. Mrs. Marguer- 
ite Stitt Church, that government power 
should be concentrated locally, rather 
than on a federal level, and said the need 
for more involvement in local govern- 
ment w;is shown in 1969 when only 25 per 
cent of the eligible voters participated in 
the Republican primary in which he won 
the nomination for Congress. 


"You can get an idea of the magnitude 


of the problem when you realize there 
was such a small turnout in the best edu- 
cated and most affluent congressional 
district in the nation," he said. 


"And last year, when the voters of Illi- 


nois adopted a new Constitution, it was 
done so by only 35 per cent of the vot- 
ers."

ing plan for the northwest suburbs. 


"This plan should be long-term, per- 


haps 20 years, with various programs 
scheduled for completion at staggered in- 
tervals." the statement said. 


"It is agreed that under this plan, spe- 


cific sites should be set aside for low and 
moderate-income housing and that these 
sites should be scattered throughout the 
city rather than in one centralized area," 
the LWV said 


ALICE ROTHROCK. LWV local hous- 


ing chairman, yesterday said the League 
of Women Voters plans to present Its 
stand at an April 27 hearing of the city's 
zoning board of appeals. 


That hearing has been called to consid- 


er zoning code revisions that would raise 
minimum lot frontage from SO to 100 feet 
for apartment buildings in the present 
R-5 zoning district.

It's Tornado 
Time-Here's 
What To Do 


With the tornado season arriving, the 


Des Plaines Fire Department has made 
the following recommendations for the 
safety of citizens should a tornado strike. 


These recommendations should be 


clipped from the newspaper and kept in 
the kitchen, wallet, purse or anywhere 
convenient to consult in an emergency. 


According to the bureau of fire pre- 


vention of the fire department, imme- 
diate action when a tornado approaches 
can save your life. The bureau says: 


—A tornado watch means tornados are 


exepcted to develop. Keep a battery-op- 
erated radio or television set nearby, and 
listen for weather advisories — even if 
the sky is blue; 


—A tornado warning means a tornado 


has actually been sighted or indicated by 
weather radar. Seek inside shelter (in a 
storm cellear or reinforced building) and 
stay away from windows. Curl up so that 
your head and eyes are protected. Keep 
a battery-operated radio or television 
nearby, and listen for further advisories; 


-IN OFFICE BUILDINGS, go to an 


interior hallway on the lowest floor, or to 
the designated shelter area; 


—In homes, the basement offers the 


greatest safety. Seek shelter under stur- 
dy furniture if possible. In homes without 
basements, take cover in the center part 
of the house, on the lowest floor, in a 
small room such as a closet or bath- 
room, or tinder sturdy furniture. Keep 
some windows open, but stay away from 
them) 


—In shopping centers, go to a desig- 


nated shelter area (not to your parked 
car); 


—In schools, follow advance plans to 


an interior hallway on the lowest floor. If 
the building is not of reinforced construc- 
tion, gate a a*arby one that is, or take 
cover outride on low, protected ground, 
stay out of auditoriums, gymnasiums, 
and other structures with wide, free-span 
roofs; 


—In open country, move away from 


the tornado's path at right angles. If 
there is not time to escape, lie flat in the 
nearest ditch or ravine; 


—Mobile homes are particularly vul- 


nerable to overturning during strong 
wins and should be evacuated when 
strong winds are forecast. Damage can 
be minimized by securing trailers with 
cables anchored in concrete footing. 
Trailer parks should have a community 
storm shelter and a warden to monitor 
broadcasts throughout the severe storm 
emergency. If there is not shelter near- 
by, leave the trailer park and take cover 
on low, protected ground. 


According to the department, the siren 


signal in Des Plaines for a tornado warn- 
ing is a five minute, steady blast on the 
civil defense warning sirens. This means 
take shelter, immediately.

Aid. Leer: To Keep Expenses Down, Keep Salaries Down 


Aid John Leer says he favors keeping 


city spending as low as possible without 
cutting necessary services. He proved it 
this year by consistently voting against 
raises foi municipal employes which he 
thought were too extravagant. 


Leer who heads the city council's for- 


estry and streets and traffic committers 
is seeking his third term as alderman 
from thr third ward He ran unopposed 
in lifiT hut this yeor has been joined in 
the aldermanic race by two outspoken 
challengers 


Leer. 45. of 1051 .Jeanette, says his 


ward probably has fewer problems than 
most others He points to successful ef- 
forts he says he made to obtain stop 
sit'ns and other traffic controls in the Vil- 
las area of his ward and says he has 
opposed multiple-family zoning in the 
area 


According to Leer, who last year 


chniied two stormy committee hearings 
on planned improvement to Thacker 
Street the proposed bridge linking Tha- 
cker and Dempster Street over the Des 
Flames River "is pretty much a dead 
issue ' because of opposition from the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District. 


Another part of those plans opposed by 


Thacker residents — an underpass on 
Thacker at the outerbelt tracks — could 


better be placed on Algonquin Road at 
the outerbelt, Leer says, where it would 
have less effect on residences. 


"I'm certainly not in favor of making 


Thacker a raceway or something like 
that, but it does carry a lot of local traf- 
fic." he says Widening of the street west 
of Mount Prospect Road by the county 
will help the flow of traffic, he adds. 


"I feel I've done a good job for the- 


people of the third ward," says Leer. 
"My record shows I've accomplsihed a 
number of things in the eight years. As 
forestry committee chairman, he says, 
he ha helped reorganize the city forestry 
department and begin new programs 
that include the hiring of a full-time for- 
ester 


According to Leer, it's tune for the city 


to end its opposition to the post office 
building proposed for Oakton Street and 
Executive Way west of Seven Eagles res- 
taurant 


"If we could possibly have gotten the 


post office on Lee Street (at Forest Ave.) 
I thought that would be the best area for 
it," he says "But I feel we shouldn't de- 
lay the post office building much longer 
because we really need it." 


Plans for the post office provide for 


indoor loading docks and there would be 
a minimum amount of truck traffic dur- 


ing night hours, Leer says. "Based on 
these new facts I've learned recently, I 
feel the post office would not be an un- 
desirable building. We should push for- 
ward as fast as we can on development 
of the post office," he says. 


Here are Leer's stands on other isses 


facing the city: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I think that I 


have not been in favor of the city subsi- 
dizing something like a youth center. I 
think there are other agencies which 
could provide centers for the youth, the 
churches and other organizations... I'm 
in favor of increasing the caapcity of the 
library I think this is an area the city 
should support, possibly with the addition 
of a second library on the west side of 
the city instead of expansion of the pre- 
sent one. . We have an excellent juve- 
nile division of the our police force... I 
don't think we have an abnormal amount 
of problems with our youth. 


ENVIRONMENT: I don't think Des 


Plaines alone can solve this kind of prob- 
lem I think we've got to cooperate with 
other municipalities, Cook County, the 
State of Illinois and the federal govern- 
ment . 
Replanting of trees is one area 


where we can help our environment be 
healthy. .There's probably room for im- 
provement in all of these things. But we 


alone, for instance, can't clean up the 
Des Plaines River. It's going to guidance 
from the state and the county.. .1 think 
the city should probably be more aggers- 
sive in trying to convine these other 
agencies to do something. I'd be in favor 
of that. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, former 


alderman, as building commissioner. 
He's well qualified for the Job. He has 
great experience in the line of engineer- 
ing and has excellent knowledge of the 
city based on the fact that he was an 
alderman for many yean. I wouldn't 
have voted for him if I didn't think he 
was qualified. 


NEW LOW-INCOME housing for the 


city: I haven't been convinced that 
there's a great need for this. What infor- 
mation has been received has been very 
minimal. Along these lines, I seriously 
doubt that it's something of the highest 
priority at the present. I think that hous- 
ing for me elderly would have a higher 
priority in our own community. 


CITY COUNCIL: I think the council is 


functioning very well under the guidance 
of our mayor. . . I think we have good 
leadership in the council. 


CITY EMPLOYE labor relations: I 


think the city certainly has been very 
fan* with its employes. . . My record 
shows that I have tried to hold down 
some of the large (salary) increases that 
have been given m the last 24 months. I 
do think we should keep a certain 
amount of economy in our city govern- 
ment. I certainly don't think our employ- 
es have been underpaid. I think they've 
compared to what has been paid by other 
cities and villages and private businesses 
and the fringe benefits have been ex- 
cellent. .. I favor economy so we can try 
to keep taxes at as low a level as pos- 
sible without suffering any reduction of 
services to the city. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the annual 


city budget: It might be desirable but it 
wouldn't be feasible because everyone 
has their own opinion abut these things 
and you have to bring a certain amount 
of rational thinking into it. 


ON THE CITY comprehensive plan: 


On the major issues, I think this would 
be good. I think you have to seek out 
opinions on things of that magnitude 
Then again, I don't think you're going to 
please everyone. 


HUMAN RELATIONS in the city: I 


have the same feeling about this as I do 
about low-income housing. I question 
whether we really have any serious prob- 
lems in ths area. . . I don't think the 
(human relations) commission should be 
seeking out problems I don't think they 
should try to develop them if they're not 
there. . . The commission was set up to 
handle problems if they should arise. 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: It hasn't 


been impressed to me that this would be 
a better system. I like our present sys- 
tem of a mayor and city council. . . I 
think Mayor Behrel has done an ex- 
cellent job and we're very fortunate to 
hav a man of his abilities in his position 
here. . . If you get a good (city man- 
ager), you're probably going to have a 
hard time keeping him.

opponents are," she says "Our alder- 
man has been in office eight years and 
has not contacted the majority of the 
people in the ward for their opinions re- 
garding issues before the council." 


"What I hope to accomplish is getting 


the people of the ward brought before the 
council to give their opinions." she says. 
The city, according to her, spent $30,000 
in feasibility studies for the Thacker im- 
provements 
without 
asking residents 


wh.it they thought of the project 


"Thirty thousand dollars is a lot of 


money to spend and people should have a 
say so as to how it's being spent," she 
sa>s 


Though city officials have indicated 


th.it a lack of funds and opposition from 
the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict have stalled the Thacker project in- 
definitely, "the residents on the street 
feel there's more to come on this," says 
Mrs Plambeck 


whole project, they wouldn't need to file 


"The city has filed its studies with the 


state and if they're just junking this 
anything with the state," she says. "I 
don't think those plans are just going to 
be junked." 


If she's elected, Mrs. Plambeck says 


she will make an effort to poll ward resi- 
dents on every major issue that comes 
before the city council. Many residents of 
the ward have no idea what their alder- 
men look like, she says, let alone what 
their positions are on problems facing 
the city. 
"The people of Des Plaines are a friend- 
ly group of people, which a lot of people 
don't know," she says, chastising city of- 
ficials for their alleged lack of contact 
with residents. 


In her campaign, says Mrs. Plambeck, 


she's found that "it's surprising how 
many people want to talk, to ask ques- 
tions about things and give me their 
opinions. People here are friendly. They 
want to know what's going on and not 
only do they want to know, they 
should know " 


Here are her stands on other issues 


facing the city; 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I understand 


that our parks are not being staffed 
properly and I understand we do not 
have a youth director in the park sys- 
tem Before we can afford to build any- 
thing like a youth center, we ought to 
staff our parks sufficiently and I think it 
would be beneficial to have a youth di- 
rector 


ENVIRONMENT: When it comes to 


the Des Plaines River, I think it should 
be an all-out city project regarding the 
care of the river and the clean up of the 
river. The river's in the condition it is 
because the city hasn't taken care of it 
properly . . . I think the Sexton bridge 
enters into this question too, with the de- 
struction of the flood plain. Where's that 
water going to go without that flood plain 
and where did Sexton get permission to 
put up the bridge? . . . The city should 
have recommended that it be taken 
down. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, former 


alderman, as building commiisioner: I 
do not understand why our building com- 
missioner is a resident of Wisconsin. I 
sure we have more qualified individuals 
who live closer to this area ... I dont 
think it shows devotion to the ward he 
lived in by giving up his position for this. 
If he left his seat on the council for this 
position, I think he should have waited 
until his term was up. 


NEW LOW-INCOME housing for the 


city: I don't want to see another Chicago 
Housing Authority going up out here. If 
we're going to have low-income housing, 
I think it's important that we remember 
the maintenance and management of this 
type of housing ... I understand there is 
a need for low-income housing, be it in 
our suburb or the surrounding suburbs. 
If we're going to get it and it's inevi- 
table, however, I support maintenance 
and management and education of the 
people who go into it. 


CITY COUNCIL: I think the city coun- 


cilman are supposed to be the leaders of 


'I don't want to see another 
Chicago Housing Authority 
going up out here/ 


the city. Obviously, I don't feel my oppo- 
nent is. That's why I'm running against 
him. 


DOWNTOWN REDEVELOPMENT- I 


think the redevelopment of this city af- 
fects the public and I think the people of 
Des Plaines want to know what's going 
on in redevelopment. No doubt the rede- 
velopment association knows its business 
and we need rae expertise of a group 
that knows its business ... but since the 
people of the city are the ones affected 
by this, I don't see why more of their 
meetings can't be open so the public can 
attend and the people can find out. 


CITY EMPLOYE labor relations: 


When it comes to labor relations, part of 
our problem is that our fiscal year 
doesn't begin at the same time as other 
suburban cities and villages in the area. 
I think it would help if all the commu- 
nities had the same fiscal year . . . 
We've got to pay our people a com- 
petitive wage or we're not going to have 
good people working for our city but why 
compete six months later than everyone 


else? 


PLASTIC GARBAGE BAGS: Plastic 


doesn't dissolve in the ground after it's 
dumped. If you dig it up, it's still plastic 
so how are you going to dispose of the 
bags without a pollution problem? . . . 
Right now, I tend to think we ought to 


' stay with garbage cans. I don't think 


we've studied the problem enough, real- 
ly- 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: Our city 


is presently functioning at its proper 
pace . . . However, when redevelopment 
comes to the city and growth comes to 
the city, if our present system of a city 
council and mayor can't keep up, I would 
favor changing over to a city manager 
form of government. 


WILL YOU disclose campaign spend- 


ing and sources: Yes, but I'm not asking 
for any contributions from anyone. 


IF ELECTED, will you disclose your 


income and economic interests: Gladly. 
In fact, I would gladly do that before I'm 
elected because many people would vote 
for me on that basis alone. 


Chase: Incumbent 'Hasn 9t Presented Good Case' In Ward 


Spencer Chase has learned quite a bit 


about local politics since deciding to 
challenge Mayor Heibert Behrel in the

With ,1 minimum of organization and a 


c.imp.ut'n theme that never really hit 
home ' Roll out the Behrel >. Chase lost

This vear. Chase is setting his sights a 


little lower. Liking aim at Aid John 
t<e?r who Chase says "hasn't presented 
a vety good case fofr the people of the 
third ward " With the support of the lo- 
cal Voters Independent Party (VIP) 
whose ticket he headed in 1969, Cha.sc 
hopes to replace the incumbent Leer and 
provide what he feels will be a more in- 
dependent voice on city council

"Availability. I think. Is also an impor- 


tant issue here Availability of an alder-

Chase says 


"The ward residents I've talked to in- 


dicate that their present aldermen are 
unavailable jnd don't return phone calls. 
They're generally, as one resident put it 
when I talked to him. 'out to lunch,' " he 
says 


According to Chase, there are several 


problem areas in the ward that need at- 
tention He supports an end to no parking 
signs' along Wolf Road, saying residents 
need room for visitors to park in the eve- 
nings and on week ends 


Chase also calls for widening of Algon- 


quin Road east of Algonquin Junior Hihg 
School and improvements of traffic pat- 
terns within the third ward, especially at 
the Lee Street and Oakton Street and Lee 
and Algonquin intersections 


As for the proposed post office at Oak- 


ton and Executive Way, west of Seven 
Eagles restaurant, Chase says he can see 


no objection to U if the facility is built so 
that its operation creates a minimum of 
disturbance for nearby residents. 


He says, however, that "every home- 


owner has the right to expect the zoning 
that was in effect at thet ime he pur- 
chased his house will remain in effect 
except in the case of a change for the 
common good " 


Chase says the city should hold off on 


planned changes for Thacker Street until 
the state, the county and the city "get 
their heads together" and decide on 
overall traffic and street plans for the 
area 


"It's my feeling that residents there 


haven't considered it in the light of other 
traffic improvements. I think to a large 
degree, they were in the dark about all 
the improvements that were coming 
about," he says 


Thacker residents turned out in large 


numbers at hearings last fall to oppose a 
bridge linking Thacker with Dempster 
Street on the east side of the Des Plaines 
River and an underpass on Thacker at 
the outerbelt tracks. 


Here are Chase's stands on other is- 


sues facing the city: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I feel the city 


should support a full-time youth coun- 
selor I think the problem is big enough 
already and it's growing. I think the 
youth in particular have a tendency to be 
confused these days and they need guid- 
ance and all the help they can get 
... 


My feeling is that the taxpayers' money 
would be well spent in support of a 
(youth) center ... I would consider it 


just for the sake of comparison to the 
way we are supporting the historical 
society and I would consider it every bit 
as important as the historical society, if 
not more. 


ENVIRONMENT: They definitely are 


not taking enogh interest in the problems 
of the Des Plaines River. In connection 
with the John Sexton Corp. bridge case, 
a public hearing was held in West Park 
by the Illinois Division of Waterways. I 
attended that hearing and I did not see a 
single alderman present. This was in 
connection with some 40 acres of flood 
plain being filled in to a depth of up to 10 
feet ... 
A Cook County Clean Streams 


committee member quoted me the figure 
that it costs the taxpayers $5,500 to re- 
place one acre-foot of storm water reten- 
tion. With 40 acres at 10 feet deep, Cook 
County taxpayers will have to pay $2.2 
million to replace that flood plain. 
The interest to the residents is evident 
from the money involved (but) there 
wasn't a single alderman there. . . I 
think it's a shame that in a budget the 
size of the City of Des Plaines,' there 
isn't provision for an environmental con- 
trol board that would encompass the 
work of the health department and other 
agencies . . . The City of Des Plaines is 
named after the Des Plaines River and I 
think Des Plaines should take the lead in 
action to clean it up. . . It has tre- 
mendous potential as a recreational fa- 
cility. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, former 


alderman, as building commissioner: I 
have strong feelings about this. I would 


The policemen, firemen are 
doing a good job, and deserve 
competitive wages and salaries.' 


have voted against appointing him as 
building commissioner and zoning ad- 
ministrator. I think a better man could 
be found ... I don't think the mayor 
made an honest attempt to find anyone 
other than Prickett. I think it was all cut 
and dried. I don't like to see money of 
the taxpayers of Des Plaines being taken 
back to Wisconsin. 


NEW LOW-INCOME housing for the 


city: I think any program that answers 
human needs and wants should have our 
support. It's all a question of how it's 
done .. . There's unquestionably a need 
for it. If it's done right, there's no par- 
ticular detriment to the community... I 
think the biggest hurdle in connecton 
with it is educating the people . . . The 
present elderly housing plan is not ob- 
jectionable. We have to take care that 
the building is constructed right and a 
definite consideration being given to es- 
thetics and things like setbacks and side- 
yards. 


CITY EMPLOYE labor relations: The 


only thing I can say definitely about the 


way I feel on that is to my mind there is 


no question that we should be com- 
petitive with the salaries paid by neigh- 
boring communities ... They have been, 
according to the record, a step behind 
neighboring communities. Our people, 
the policemen, the firemen, they're the 
most evident to the public and they're 
obviously doing a good job and certainly 
deserve competitive wages and salaries. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the annual city 


budget: Yes, I think we should (hold 
hearings). 


ON THE CITY COMPREHENSIVE 


Plan: Yes, we should hold hearings, and 
I think the reasons are obvious. The citi- 
zenry has a tremendous interest in it and 
I think they should hear what the citizens 
have to say about it... I am concerned 
that at times the city fathers are a little 
lax in educating the residents. If I'm 
elected, I expect to use some means of 
better acquainting the citizens of my 
ward with exactly what is going on.

The Oakton Community College board 


can now be described with an eight letter 
word politics 


Oakton board election results show, for 


better or worse, that Oakton has become 
a unique Mame-Niles political institution 
which will have yet unknown effects on 
the two townships and all the municipal- 
ities m Dist 535 


The first conclusion that can be drawn 


from the election results is that Oakton 
is thoroughly different in the local politi- 
cal scheme of things and the junior col- 
lege district is changing relationships be- 
tween the two townships, in a way prob- 
ably unexpected by those who supported 
its creation 


One of the reasons Oakton is now a 


different kind of political beast is its role 
in the area it serves For the more than 
250,000 residents of the two townships, 
Oakton is the highest "local" govern- 
mental unit 


It is true that the two townships share 


state representatives and senators in the 
fourth district But state-level concerns 
are often not local Most residents have 
contact with their representatives only in 


newsletters and infrequent news stones 


But the Oakton board is constantly in 


the community newspapers There are 
more Oakton board members than state 
legislators, and the Oakton board mem- 
bers are much more accessible 


Decisions by the Oakton board can 


directly affect residents in the future of 
their children, in the industry attracted 
by its vocational programs, and in other 
social and economic patterns 


THE SECOND UNIQUE factor is that 


Oakton, unlike other school boards in the 
two township area, has no caucus, or 
caucus procedure In a caucus system, 
candidates who receive endorsement are 
virtually assured election, and once 
elected, they are primarily responsible to 
a small geographic area that put them in 
office 


The election and the results show the 


uniqueness of the Oakton board situation 


Candidates, 
without 
assurance of 


caucus-type endorsement, actually had to 
campaign throughout the whole district, 
outside of home communities 


Underneath the campaign rhetoric was 


irritation caused by the new, forced rela- 
tionship between the two townships 


Candidates handled their campaigns

The success secret for Saturday's three 


winners in the Harper College board 
election was an ad hoc group calling it- 
self Citizens for an Outstanding Harper 
College 


The group, which flourished in the 


wake of the issue of a ' student-educator 
takeover" of the board, threw powerful 
manpower support behind Milton Han- 
sen, Ross Miller and D Eugene Nugent 


Permeating the campaign was the 


charge that the group was dominated by 
Republicans, and that it conducted a 
' smear" campaign against two candi- 
dates Hannah K Wilson, a school nurse, 
and Larry Moran, a college student 


Whatever the accuracy to the charges 


the group was successful It is the major 
reason that Hansen, Miller and Nugent 
won so easily 


Perhaps most successful, though, was 


James Hamill the retiring Harper board 
president and father of the "ax grinding" 
and "takeover" charges which flew dur- 
ing the campaign 


Hamill announced his board retirement 


on March 16 and promptly blasted "ax- 
grmders ' He repeated his charges at a 
Thursday March 25 board meeting 


Meanwhile, with Hamill s leadership, 


the Citizen's group was forming Its par- 


ticipants included several Palatine Town- 
ship GOP officials 


On March 29 the same day as a lunch- 


eon at Harper, US State Rep Philip 
Crane, a conservative Republican, criti- 
cized teacher-student board membership 
at a meeting of the Elk Grove Twp 
GOP 


On the same day, Hamill told two Her- 


ald editors he was "through" with the 
campaign and would not be further in- 
volved 


However, that evening he attended a 


Wheeling Township GOP meeting and 
criticized the candidacies of Mrs Wilson 
and Moran 


That week, the candidates spoke at a 


variety of candidate forums They had 
differing responses to the handbill "en- 
dorsement " but none of them indicated 
who served on the committee 


By last Wednesday, Moran and Mrs 


Wilson had challenged the handbill asser-

HOLLYWOOD (UP!) - The pheno- 


menal ratings success of ABC-TV's 
series of original 90-minute tales, "Movie 
Of The Week," has resulted in an equally 
phenomenal resurgence next television 
series of anthologies — once considered 
unsalable. 


The reason that anthology series came 


to a pretty dead end on video not too 
many years ago was that they didn't 
seem to get the ratings that were 
achieved by weekly shows with running 
characters and familiar faces established 
on a regular basis. 


In addition, as television's prime-time 


showing of movies became a potent 
force, network executives explained, with 
some logic, that after all, these motion 
pictures actually could be considered an- 
thologies over a season. And how, it was 
argued, could any video series in the old 
anthology vein match the star power and 
production gloss of movies? 


THE TURNING point came when the 


networks realized that the old motion 
pictures couldn't last forever — and that 
fewer major films were being made 
nowadays. Therefore, to hold on to, and 
build up, television's movie audience, the 
networks looked for alternatives — and 
decided to create their own original mo- 
tion picture-like films, a step that also 
saved them from having to deal much 
with the racy new theater movies.

Tourists probably will enjoy Stage 70 


most. They can "act" themselves on the 
"Airport" set via videotape. 


Once the scene is shot it is replayed 


instantly on " television monitors with 
scenes from the picture — mostly Dean 
Martin — spliced into the action. It al- 
lows a visitor to see himself reading 
lines and responding to Martin's dia- 
logue. 


The studio also offers the beginning of 


a motion picture museum which, in the 
long run, may be the most important at- 
traction on the tour.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States, which once was accused of prac- 
ticing gunboat diplomacy in China, is 
now entering a period of pingpong diplo- 
macy. 


If this should open the door to lasting 


world peace, nobody would be less sur- 
prised than your humble correspondent. 


Having had for many years a pingpong 


table in the bomb shelter of my domicile, 
I can readily attest to the unifying force 
the game exerts. 


Before we took up pingpong my family 


was badly divided along idealogical lines. 
Which is to say we were all Democrats. 
But after a few evenings with the pad- 
dles, we began to reconcile our political 
differences 


"The family that pings together, clings 


together," I often say, and I see no rea- 
son why that maxim wouldn't apply to 
the family of nations as well 


"TWO COUNTRIES that pong together, 


belong together" might be one way of 
putting it. 


For me, then, it is easy to understand 


why diplomats here view the visit to 
ComnuMiist China by the U S. table ten- 
nis team as an "encouraging devel- 
opment." 


The pity is that it took so long for the 


State Department, or Henry Kissinger, 
or whoever is in charge of our foreign 


policy, to recognize the "peace through 
ping pong" potential. 


The long-stalled Vietnam peace talks 


in Paris are a case in point. 


Those negotiations began, you may re- 


call, with a protracted dispute over the 
shape of the conference table. Unfortu- 
nately, nobody thought of shaping it like 
a ping pong table. 


Had the delegates been spending their 


time playing ping pong, rather than 
whatever it is they do all day, the confer- 
ence obviously would have made as 
much progress as it has made to date, 
and possibly a great deal more. 


THE DELAY IN practicing ping pong 


diplomacy becomes all the more strange 
when we consider how much ping pong 
and diplomacy have in common. 


If you have ever collared a diplomat 


and tried to pin nun down on some point, 
you are aware that batting a little ball 
back and forth is second nature to him. 


The only trouble is that a diplomat, if 


he played ping pong in his natural style 
would bat the ball over the net, then run 
around the table and bat it back to him- 
self. 


At any rate, I am confident that ping 


pong diplomacy can usher in a new era 
of good feelings, provided someone does 
not pong when he should have pinged.

octor Says

DEAR DR. LAMB — Some months 


ago, I read in a medical column a ques- 
tion from a mother about her two-year- 
old son who was having temper tan- 
trums. She said he would be playing quiet 
ly and then suddenly start to kick and 
scream. I hope you will publish my letter 
since I think you can help any parents 
who have had this kind of problem 


You see, I have had this experience 


myself. To be on the safe side, any moth- 
er with this problem should have her son 
checked by a neurologist. I had this 
same problem 17 years ago and suffered 
for three years with a daughter (also two 
years old at the time) who was subject to 
"temper tantrums," also coming on sud- 
denly while playing quietly. 


Both of us. also my husband and son, 


were emotionally shaken by these out- 
bursts which we misinterpreted as tan- 
trums when, in reality, she had epilepsy. 
Fortunately, a pediatrician recommend- 
ed an electroencephalogram (brain wave 
test) and we were able to give her prop- 
er treatment and start working on re- 
pairing our shaken and damaged person- 
alities. 


The guilt complexes I had for not real- 


izing by daughter's problem took me 
years to overcome. Epilepsy isn't always 
a fit, where one falls to the ground jerk- 
ing violently. Many people (including 
me) had felt this was the only form of 
epilepsy. There are many, including tem- 
per tantrums. 


The outlook is fine. She took medicine 


which controlled her outbursts 100 per 
cent She has been off drugs now for six 
years and is an attractive 19-year-old 
university student. 
Had we not sought help finally, my mar- 


riage would have ended, my daughter 
and I would have been emotionally 
crippled and my son scarred from the 
continual outbursts and scenes we went 
through, all the time thinking we had a 
"spoiled'1 little girl on our hands. If a 
child seems to be playing quietly and 
then suddenly goes into kicking and 
screaming spells for no apparent reason, 
then I sincerely recommend that outside 
help be contacted before more damage is 
done. 


DEAR READER — Thank you for an 


excellent letter and your advice is right 
on target. I agree wholeheartedly that 
any child with these symptoms should be 
seen by a doctor and specifically the 
child should be examined for the ques- 
tion of epilepsy. It is true that some chil- 
dren have temper tantrums and that is 
all they are, but the types of episodes 
that you described are often indicative of 
epilepsy and the problem deserves to be 
investigated. I am sure your letter will 


be helpful to a number of parents 


DEAR DR. LAMB — If a woman has a 


complete hysterectomy can she have in- 
tercourse any more? 


Dear Reader — Of course A complete 


hysterectomy will remove the uterus 
(womb) and sometimes the outlet to it. 
called the cervix. This should not inter- 
fere with any of the other female organs 
Specifically, it does not involve any of 
the female anatomy normally involved in 
intercourse. The function of the uterus, 
literally, is to act as a baby basket for 
the development of a fetus, and has no 
function during intercourse.

Pro Ilou'liti" Examines Conditions 


He was at Eugene, Ore., starting for 


the Phillies' entry in the Class AAA Pa- 
cific Coast League. 


That's as high as you can go in the 


minors, and for scores of young ballplay- 
ers the satisfaction of a lifetime. 


But for Greg Luzinski of Prospect 


Heights, it meant another summer of 
being the most highly-regarded young 
prospect in the Phillies' farm chain. 


Ho could have been forgiven if he per- 


mitted himself some private exultation 
that Drron Johnson went O-for-4 in the 
Phillies' 1-2 opening loss to Pittsburgh. 


That's the way of baseball. Someone is 


always in the way of a young kid on the 
\vuy up. and it's only a matter of time 
before the fixture has to move aside. If 
the kid hopes the old-timer breaks a leg, 
well, that's baseball. 


Johnson remains the man in the way of 


Greg Luzinski. After his third spring 
training since being the Phillies' No. 1 
free agent draft pick in 1968, Luzinski 
failed again in his challenge for the first 
base job in Philadelphia. 


It was a clsoe thing, but the Phillies 


stuck again with Johnson, and their rea- 
soning reads soundly. 


A few months short of 32, Johnson is 


one of the few veteran and steady hands 
on the youth-dominated Phillies. With 27 
home runs and 93 runs batted in last 
year, he's coming off his best season 
since he led the National League with 130 
HBIs for Cincinnati in 1965. 


The odds favor at least one more good 


year for the old pro, while for Luzinski — 
wlx> turned 21 on April 3 — an added 
year of seasoning in the highest minors 
stands to do him more good than a pre- 
mature shot at the big time, or a year of 
alternating with Johnson. 


Like it or not. Luzinski is being philo- 


sophical about it. 


Shortly before the Phillies broke spring 


training at Clearwater, Fla., he engaged 
in some locker room reflection at Jack 
Russell Stadium. 


"I can't complain," he said. "I got 


more playing time this spring than the 
Ust two years, playing every other day 
with Johnson." 


"What can you say," said the young 


man who in winter spoke as if he in- 
tended to make the Phillies or else. 
"They have to get the guy ready." 


Luzinski had homered the day before, 


his second circuit shot of the spring. But 
this was a bleak day for him. 


He appeared as a pinch-hitter in a B 


game with Cincinatti in the morning, and 
struck out on four pitches from the Reds' 
young left-handed phenom Don Gullett. 


That afternoon he would sit on the 


bench as the Phillies' front-liners — 
Johnson Included — beat Cincinnati's de- 
fending National League champions 8-7. 
Johnson was to double and walk in four 
trips, and then — in the ninth — hit a 
skipper to second that was turned into a 
carnival of errors by the Reds' reserve 
inficldcrs, allowing the winning runs in. 


Strikeouts remain a problem for him.

He had 148 last year while performing as 
Eastern League player of the year with 
Class AA Reading. He had 148 the year 
before with Raleigh-Durham, and five 
more in 12 at-bats with the Phillies at the 
tag end of 1970. 


But he's always been a hitter, starting 


with his Little League career in Prospect 
Heights and drawing raves by going 18 
for-19 in a state Little League tourna- 
ment. 


He's improved each year in profes- 


sional ball, and missed the Eastern 
League's Triple Crown on the last day of 
last season by 
finishing second in 


homers, 34-33. He hit .325 and drove in 
120 runs. 


He thinks he can do the same in the

"I'm hitting the ball well this spring," 


he said.

"To try to put it as simply as pos- 


sible." Xikes explained, "most bowling 
balls are rolled down the right-hand side 
of the lane (Hfi per cent of the 50 million 
bowlers are righthanders), and that side 
obviously receives much more wear and 
tear than the left side. 


"This didn't used to be a serious prob- 


lem, but some lanes just aren't getting 
the careful .maintenance they used to re- 
ceive. We've never failed to resurface at 
Beverly, and it's set up for May this 
year. I know the other houses here do it 
the same way. It's just something you 
should do " 


Xikes emphasised that a problem that 


fares bowlers today is that the track 
dries up and the righthander just can't 
keep his ball in the track. 


"They just can't hold the line and are 


constantly 
adjusting," 
he 
continued. 


"What '.his means to the bowler — the 
righthander, at least— is that he can 
have some real problems trying to find 
his line. In most eases the lefthander is 
likely In discover that his side of the lane 
runs true. No one is crossing his line, 
and whereas a righthander has to thread 
the needle to get the many strikes he 
nerds tn score xxell over an entire week, 
the lefty has a relatively wide pocket." 


Zikes isn't alone in his concern. He ad- 


mits it's the No. 1 topic of conversation 
on the tour today and that the right- 
handers are anxious to see something 
done. The southpaws also understand 
this concern. 


"It has all been in the last five years 


that this has been happening," says 
southpaw star Dave Davis. "Before that 


bowling was known as a righthanders 
game, but I think the lacquer finishes 
put on the lanes have had a lot to do with 
it." 


Sam Baca agrees. Sam used to be a 


pro bowler and now earns his keep from 
the Professional Bowlers Association. In 
addition to being Regional Activities Di- 
rector, he is also pro bowling's represen- 
tative on a committee to "toss oil on 


some of the industry's troubled lanes." 
That's not just a cliche. 


Baca points out that there was a time 


when the lacquers applied to each lane 
were of such a durable consistency that 
it was almost impossible to reach wood 
no matter how heavy the play might 
have been on the right side of the lane. 
But progress brings changes, and syn- 
thetics now are applied as a protective 
coating and atop those goes an appli- 
cation to inhibit friction destruction 
caused by the bowling ball. 


The righthander — namely the pro 


righthander — now comes into a bowling 
center and quite often is faced with a 
problem, often due to the laxity or dere- 
liction in duty of the lane maintenance 
man — meaning the fellow whose job is 
to apply a thin coating of oil daily to 


each lane in the establishment. 


"Sometimes the man will try to speed 


up the operation," says Baca, "or some- 
times he will just eliminate some lanes. 
At any rate, it has a drastic effect. Une- 
ven amounts of oil because of lopsided 
play by righthanders is a major road- 
block to an even condition. Also, with so 
much more play on one side, you find 
that often there is a glazing on the lanes. 
The ball track everyone talks about 
doesn't help the righthander one bit; in 
fact, it can be ruinous to his game be- 
cause the track toward the pocket often 
is an erratic one and the bowlers will try 
to avoid it." 


Zikes points out that some pro right- 


handers will make an adjustment of 15 
or 20 boards on a single day, and since 
the so-called track was determined to be 
a deterrent to good bowling, the gutter 
shot has come into vogue. The righty, 
striving to find a true course toward the 
pocket, will try to shoot outside the 
track. If he can adjust easily or readily, 
he will score well. 


"There arc times you can't hit the 


Pocket consistently no matter what ad- 
justments 
you make," 
says Zikes. 


"Sometimes you can tell right away in 
your practice sessions. At Firestone last 
week they were predicting after prac- 
ticing the first day that a lefty would win 
the tourney. And they were right." 


There is a committee currently study- 


ing this situation, and the professional 
bowlers are anxious to see some results. 


"We've been aware of the left-handed 


problem for years," Baca says, "but the 
pros were in the minority. Now, it's a 
factor everywhere and this group was 
formed to study the problem of the oil 
breaking down on the right side and 
holding up on the left." 


Bowhng men recognize that cross-buf- 


fing the lanes equalizes conditions. Wher- 
ever the lane dressing is applied, the 


lanes are cross-buffed the same distance. 
Then, after that procedure, the portion 
near the pin deck that is not oiled is 
cleaned so that there will be an equal 
hooking action. 


"We're not looking for easy conditions 


on the tour," says Zikes, who feels he 
has bowled much better overall on the 
recent swing through the PBA events 
than in the previous year, although not 
cashing as well. 


"We're just looking for equal condi- 


tions, for everyone, the righthanders and 
the lefthanders. The lefties should have 
the same chance as we do. But some- 
thing has to be done, and done soon. The 
tour has come such a long way in recent 
years, and everyone understands just 
how important this current situation is." 


Bowlers agree that the lanes obviously 


should never be prepared so the bowler 
can play the same shot on all lanes. They 
realize that adjustment is an integral 
part of the game, but they want equal 
conditions. They feel that's not asking 
too much. 


"Yes, the condition is truer on the left 


side of the lane," admits young southpaw 
star Larry Lichstein, "and for this rea- 
son many righthanders just aren't get- 
ting a proper roll for their ball. 


"I think I'd be mad too if I were a 


righthander because it's a plain in- 
justice." 


That's a lefthander talking. 
The righthanders are also talking, and 


they want to be heard.

knows that, assumes it. But it was still 
back to the minors for another year. 


The day he switched uniforms — suit- 


ing up for Eugene — Luzinski got in a 
parting shot. He slammed a two-run 
homer as the exiles beat the parent club 
9-7 in an exhibition. 


To make his point, he did it again the 


next day as the Phillies formally broke 
spring camp. Eugene lost that one, but 
Luzinski left something to remember 
him by.
